Brings Out Clearly Disinclination of 
Germany Toward Any Arrangement 
Leoking to Any Limitation of Ar- 
maments — Technical Difficulties 
Make Such a Pian impracticable.

BERLIN, July 16.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Premier Asquith’s references 
to Germany's naval budget m his 
speech in the House of Commons have 
made the question of Anglo-German 
relations the foremost topic in the pub- 
lic mind again. While the Premier's 
expressions of friendly sentiment are’ 
generally supperted and are expected 
to have a good effect, the speech 
brought out clearly the firmness of the 
German disinclination to enter into any 
Gfrangement iooking to a limitation 
of armaments. 

Except in the limited circles, where. 
the government has always been crit- 
icised for refusing to take up the sub- 
ject, the cpinion generally heard is 
that such a plan is visionary and im- 
practical, owing 
Gculties. 

Germany, it is urged, must continue 
to be the sole judge as to what naval 
and military forces it needs for the 
protection of its interests. 

Irritation is expressed at Mr. As- 
Guith’s repetition of the charge that 
Germany has accentuated the rate of 
building. Naval experts content them- 
Selves at denying the statement with- 
out going into the more important 
question regarding the ship bui'ding 
Plans after 1912. Under the present 
law the number of battleships to be 
buijt annually sinks from four to two.

by the cost of the power. Certain by- 
products are obtained, which diminish 
the cost, and the smelter now operates 
without destroying vegetation. 

The Balakala smelter at Coram, 
Shasta county, was shut down, throw- 
ing 800 men out of work, which cut the 
pay roll $800,000. The closing was-the 
result of action taken by the Shasta 
County Farmers’ Protective Associa- 
tion. The smelter will be allowed to 
reopen as soon as the elimination 
process is installed. This will take 
several months. 

Another meeting of Shasta farmers 
has been called to reconsider the ac- 
tion of closing the smelter until it can 
install the bag house.

Confronted by this condition, the 
harbor town sent a delegation to the 
City Hall recently to demand an en- 
tirely new municipal water works— 
a tion at present supplies the 
water. The sta water board re- 
plied that they did not see how they 
could build a new Waterworks down 
there. Steps were taken, however, to 
improve the fire protection.

SURRENDERS. 


ARRIVES LIKE 
MAN IN HURRY. 


Lawycr, Who Tries Court's 
Patience, on Deck, 
--—- 

Makes Rapid Time to Judge’s 
Home and Returns, 


Scores Detectives. 


After hiding a week while the Police 


ad/icourt, yielding to the representation 


of his attorneys, was patiently wait- 
ing for him, Fred H. Thompson, 
charged with receiving $10,000 stolen 
from the government, found bondsmen 
and rushed into the Police Station 
building about 12:30 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon after court had adjourned. 

On the advice of one of his attor- 
neys, Rogers, Thompson surrendered 
to the first officer he met. This was a 
deputy sheriff, who turned him over 
to Sheriff Hammel. The Sheriff, ac- 
companied by Thompson's bondsmen 
and Attorney Dominguez, accompan- 
led the prisoner in an automobile to 
the home of Police Judge Chambers. 
The latter returned to his courtroom 
and there released Thompson to ap- 
pear Tuesday afternoon at 4 o'clock, 
bond being fixed at $8000. 

Thompson was scheduled to appear in 
the Police Court at 10 o'clock. No time 
Was wasted waiting for Lim at that 
hour, and the court went on with the 
regular business of the day. About ll 
o'clock, Attorneys. Rogers and Do- 
minguez appeared in court with Mrs. 
Thompson, but the man in the case 
was not with them. Nothing was said, 
and the weary wait went on for a 


while. 

“If Your Honor please,” at length 
spoke Attorney Rogers, “we have here 
bondsmen who are prepared to sign 
the bond of Mr. Thompson.” 

He motioned toward C. E. (‘Poker’’) 
Davis, Frank Hart and Mrs. Rebecca 
——— the latter a wealthy owner of 
oll la 

“Counsel fully expected to produce 
Mr. Thompson in court before this,” 
Rogers continued, “but persons who 
have an interest in the matter, persons 
who are prejudiced against the de- 
fendant, have gone to the persons who 
were prepared to sign his bond and, 
one after the other, intimidated them. 

“I may say to Your Honor that, at 
Reno, Mr. Thompson, when arrested, 
spoke his mind pretty freely, and per- 
haps injudiciously, to Detective 
Browne, telling him various things 
which were not calculated to be pleas- 
ant music. Since that time, we have 
made every effort to find bondsmen for 
our client, but we have been seriously 

capped.

“I would not think for a minute 
that Mr. McCormick or Capt. Freder- 
icks knew anything of the work that 
was being dcne by these detectives, nor 
would Tf presume to say who the de-

THE FINISH 
OF FINLAND. 


Their Fight Against Russia for 
_ Independence and Their 
Downfall. 


It appears that the last stage in the 
Russification of Finland has arrived, 
and that Finland as a separate nation 
no longer exists. 

The Russian Duma has passed a bil! 
which practically deprives Finland of 
all the liberty she enjoyed under tlie 
constitution granted by Alexander I, 
and Finiand has now been subjected 
completely to the control of the Rus- 
sian government. 

So ends the long struggle of Finland 
to retain her independence of Russian 
control. 

The sympathies of this country have 
been very much with the struggles of 
the Finns, but it is only fair to point 
out that there are two sides to the 
question. 

The greatest point in favor of Rus- 
sia is, of course, that she considers 
herself vulnerable at her Finnish 
frontier, and she wishes to be in a 
position to take what measures she 
thinks best for the protection of the 
Russian empire as a whole. 

There is much to be said in support 
of this idea. But Russia has rather 
spolied her case in the eyes of out- 
siders by bringing forward foolish evi- 
dence. 

For example, a frreat deal of excite- 
ment was worked up recently over the 
aleged conspiracy of the Finns to 
smuggle arin into the country, but an 
outsider fails to see any “conspiracy” 
at all, 

The facts are these: A _ certain 
amount of smuggling, as we know, goes 
on in every country, and one or two 
Finnish firms tried to evade the pro- 
hibition against the importation of 
firearms. A very small number of 
rifles, saloon guns, and air guns were 
smuggied into the country, together 
with a few million cartridges. 

This, according to the Russian scare- 
mongers, Were part of a great Finnish 
plot against Russia, but the millions 
of skins of all animals exported every 
year from Finland more than accounts, 
to an unbiased person, for the cart- 
ridges and rifles impérted. 

One other great point in favor of 
Russia’s action is the general tendency 
in Europe towards the gradual swal- 
lowing up Of emall states, but it is not 
to be expected that the small states 
will submit to lose their individuality 
without a struggle. 

This is particularly hard lines on an 
intensely patriotic people like the 
Finns, and they have fougnt the ground 
inch by Inch'as they have seen fnem- 
selves being swallowed up by Russia. 

Since the present Czar came to tne 
throne the Russian government has 
been particularly determined in its on- 
slaughts, and in 1899 they sent to Fin- 
land as Governor Gen. Bobrikof, an im- 
placable enemy of Finnish liberty. 

He was an overbearing officer who 
had risen from the ranks, and he was 
so cordially hated by tne Finns that 
when he took a walk in the street any 
Finns who saw him coming promptly 
crossed to the other side. At another 
time he patronized a concert got uL 
for charitable purposes, and thougn the 
Finns bought up all the tickets, net 
one of them attended. 

He caused the Finnish postage 
stamps to be abolished, and ordered 
i.e use of Russian stamps instead.

“mourning stamp,” 4/1 biack except 
the arms of Finland in red, and stuck 


it on their tetters beside the compul- 


The Russian gov- 
ernment deprived the Finns of even 
this small satisfaction; the sale of the 
stamp was forbidden. and all letters 


bearing it were destroyed.

How many theaters are tnere in Los 


‘Well, there are just——”" and you, 
begin running them off on your fingers. 
The. Mason, the Majestic, the Grand, 
the Los’ Angeles, the Auditorium—ani

ated there is a group of noisy musical 
burlesque minorities that you may or 
May not take into consideration. 

You will get a total of about eight 
first-class houses. 

And you forget, as everybory forgets. 
that exclusive of all the theaters when 
actual performers appear, there are no 
less than sixty others, cach with its 
clientile, its staff, its business of pay- 
ing rent and light bills, its profits and 
— its losses and cessa-| 
on. 
Sixty! 

Quite a bunch, isn’t it? They are 
the temples of “canned drama,” the 
houses where the scene is always “in 
one,” the stages upon which the most 
violent emotions are no denser than 
the thin screen which refiects them, 
where the loudest conversations are si- 


The average attendance at these 
places may be roughly estimated at 400 
persons a nignt. Saturday nights ‘will 
find. the whole succession of shows run- 
nong before capacity audiences. Mon- 
day you can get a seat or a row, as 
you choose. And that’s the way it 
averages up. ' 
Some of them run all day long. Al!- 
most all of them give matinées. There 
are many holidays, and crowds are 
great on holidays. . : 
In all, the weekly attendance stands 
mysteriously, indefinably, between 30,- 
000 and 40,000 persons. 
That is, as nearly as an expert's the- 
Oretical guess can fix it. Perhaps the 
theoretical expert is ‘wrong.

Thus it happens that the San Diego 
houses, advertising “first runs,” almost 
always come second to Los Angeles, 
for they receive pictures which have 
dy been seen in thig city. 

Once in a while the proprietor of a 
littie canvas airdome, feeling his finan. 
cial oats, or imbued with a sudden 
spirit of philanthropy, drops his sec- 
ond or third stuff and takes new pic- 
tures. A few of them manage to keep 
up to the new pictures, but most of 
them cannot stand the pressure. For 
“first run" rents are, comparatively, in 
the same class of expense as the vaude- 
ville star. | 
Money? 
Well, one little nickel shop on Main 
street pays Tally $650 a month for the 
films he .furnishes it. 
A combination of romance, comedy. 
and scenery is what “goes” best. A 
show which runs entirely to comedy is 
too frivolous. A show with romanc> 
and tragedy only is deadly dull. A show 
with scenery Only is too apt to be re 
garded as a geographical exhibit.

This is because the club 
forgets the purpose for which it was 
organized. If it is a church society 
and is raising money to buy an organ 
part of the money will be used to de- 
fray the expenses of some needy per- 
son, retarding the time of payment 
for the musical instrument, when both 
objects could be accomplished by prop- 
er business y—finding employ- 
ment for’ the one in need, and keepin 
the funds for the original purpose. 
am not in favor of assisting any one 
in any manner with money, who is 
able to work, and yet if I should give 
you the address of one of your own 
members which came to me in a round 
about way, who has been a bed-fast 
invalid for over twonty-five years, and 
who makes articles to sell to 
make her ~-expenses, I doubt if you 
could obtain one order for her work, 
unless you gave it yourself. Just think 
of a poor woman who not been 
able to turn in bed for over a quar- 
ter of a century and then think of her 
making articles to sell to help pay her 
expenses. Then think of the many 
cases of so-called distress that appeal 
for funds without ever wishing to re- 
imburse the treasury that supplies 
them with the wherewithal to get on 
their feet. I could cite you a dozen, 
but you probably, wi** your great 
heart, would not agree with my cold 
matter of fact views. I rather like 
that quotation of one of your officers 
and think with you that it is better 
for each one to form an opinion for 
oneself and not be biased by the senti- 
ment of others. I do get so weary of 
earing people say, “I don’t know;” 
“I believe;” “I think;” for if they 
think they generally think some one 
else’s thoughts and nothing original 
with themselves. Then again there is 
the woman who never says much in 
meeting, but is always ready to prompt 
_others to speak on measures and voice 
her sentiments. My dear Blanche, I 
am from St. Louis, Mo., and my mind 
is open to conviction as to whether 
your enthusiasm for your new society 
will last the year out. Perhaps it is 
carried on a better basis than most 
clubs.

The father is already deep in debt but 
it makes no difference; and the Derby 
Day races are fixed so tnat the old 
gentieman’s complete downfall is as- 
sured. At this point I closed the book, 
but I am quite sure the plot was dis- 
covered and thwarted. 

In “Tinse! and Gold,” a youthful no- 
bleman marries beneath his—that is 
to say, he marries an actress. In ‘The 
Marriage of Theodora,” an American 
girl marries into an English family.. 
Both books are stories of marital ad- 
jusitment. The first is far more inter- 
esting than the second, but the second 
is a much better book. 

In “The Shadow of God" we hav: a 
depressing book on the experience of a 
callow, though spiritual, young man 
with strong hankerings after art. He 
goes to the wicked city of New York 
to develop his artistle ability. But, 
alas! he discovers (without the aid of 
any metaphysical philcsophy) that as 
an artist he does not exist. Sadly he 
returns to his home town in the West, 
and here he devotes his life to the min- 
istry. Terrible tragady!

HERE has been @n unusual num. 
ber of excclient travel books out 
this year, And for the most part 
they have been of & chatty arm un- 
conventional manner. A few of them 
are stilted. and a few of them have 
been without any inherent interest. 


But the stiff conventional travel book 


is inundated with these records of 


‘travel in frequented and well-known 


places. This year's books have been 
of the out-of-the-way places that have 
cuught the imagination of the writers. 

Dillon Wallace, in his book “Beyond 
the Mexican Sierras,” writes in-a fa- 
miliar and enthusiastic manner of a 
part of the continent practically un- 
known. The lond he paints for us is 
one of the great stretches of plain, @ 
land of high mountains covered with 
snow, a land with the feeling of an- 
tiquity, with great masses of ruins 
marking the spots of one-time famous 
towns. It is a primeval land, a land 


occasional! picturesque ‘ village and 
with wildernesses abounding in all 
kinds of game. 

Another book of interest on account 
of its out-of-the-wayness is “Our 
Search for a Wilderness,” by Mary 
Biair Beebe and Cc. William Beebe. The 
authors are ornithologists and their 
expeditions took them to Venezuela 
an4 British Guiana. Little is known of 
these countries, and especially of the 
unpopulated places in them, and tle 
book's descriptions are ardent. 

“Up the Orinoca and Down the Mag- 
daiena,” by H. J. Mozans, is another 
unique record of travels in South 
America. The author visited many of 
the South American countries, cross- 
ing the Andes in the cours: of the 
travels. He made a point of heading 
for uhknown places and of following 
the least-traversed roads. His journey 
took him into many queer and inter- 
esting places, and, as he was on foot 
or muleback nearly all the time. he 
had ample opportunity to gather up 


‘the details of the country through 


which he passed. An unusual book of 
travel. ; 

A book of more conventional type ts 
“Switzerland of the Swiss,” by Frank 
Webb. Mr. Webb is candidly a student 
of temperament, and has made a close 
study of the Swiss people in all their 
economic phases and human transac- 
tions. The home life of the Swiss, their 
art and literature, the constituents of 
their education and religion, as well as 
their industrial and commercial activi- 
ties, are looked into and set forth in a 
manner a trifie too impressively pains- 
taking for fast reading. 

A. Henry Savage Landor has written 
& book for young people based upon 
“In the Forbidden Land,” which he 
calle “An Explorer's Adventures § in 
Tibet.” It tells in a simple and con- 


undergo on entering this country from 
which the traveler is barred. 

A book at once important Lecause of 
ite point of view and intimate know!l- 
edge of conditions, is “A Woman's Im- 
pressions of the Philippines,”” by Mary 
H. Fee. For many years the author 
was a school teacher in the Philippines, 
and the trials she underwent in this 
capacity make interesting reading. The 
book tells of her travela among the 
isiands, of the humor of the village 
life, and of the character and tempera- 
ment of the natives. Of especial en- 
tertainment are the passages which 
describe the difficulties and the ab- 
surdities that have arisen from the 
inculcation of western civilization's 
ideas Mto the minds of the Filipinos. 

Another woman's point of view, this 
time of Canada, is gotten in Mrs. 
George Cran's collection of “Impres- 
sions of a Woman in Canada.” Be- 
sides living in Canada as a tourist for 
some time, she later went there In the 
capacity of journalist, during which 
period she had opportunities of study- 
ing the country and people with inti- 
macy. How the country appeared to 
her and her general impressions of its 
many pictorial and economic phases 
are set forth graphicety in her book. 

Probably no people in the world know 
so well how to live in the country as 
the English people. Their residential 
urbanity is largely an acquired art. 
They have no temperamental affinities 
for city life, such as have the French. 
The result is that the old country 
manor houses of England are prob- 
ably the most picturesque and com- 
plete of their kind of any in the world. 
It is of these old houses that Mr. 
P. H. Ditchfield writes in “The Manor 
Houses of England.” Commercialism 
in England seems to be driving out 
these old houses, and they are fast 
falling into decay. The most famour 
ones, however, are pictured and de- 
scribed. 


LITERARY GOSSIP. 


Word comes from London that Mr. 
William De Morgan is on his way back 
from Florence bringing with him the 
final corrected proofs of his ‘An Af- 
fair of Dishonor,” An indication of 
how careful ah artist this author js, 
is the fact that he ia said to have al- 
most rewritten his novel in the proofs. 
While it will be somewhat § shorter 
than the four previous ones, it will 
still Be about twice the length of the 
many $1.50 novels, and it is expected 
to appear uniform with the author's 
earlier ones, 


Mr. F,. Berkeley Smith is tempera- 
mentally a gypsy, a rover, The titles 
of his books bear this out: “The Real 
Latin- Quarter;" “How Paris Amuses

pany. The “Village” is a little fish- 
ing community on the Norman coast 
near which Mr Smith owns a farm, 
and the “Vagabonds” are the people 
who visit him there and aré his neigh. 
bors. On his farm Mr. Smith grows 
American corn. His wife is a French 
woman, who has lectured successfully 
in this country on French literary sub- 
jects. 


Don C. Seitz, whose “Discoveries tn 
Every-day Europe” was recently pub- 
lished, has followed this book of quiz- 
zical bumor by a service of serious 
valuc to the rending public—the prep- 
aration of a Whistler bibllography. He 
nas found over seven hundred tities. 
Mr. Seitz has completed also a secon 
book of European trevel which the 
Harpers are to bring out.

“Any man who was at work at the 
time of the first withdrawal order of 
September 27, 1909, and whd has con- 
tinued at work ever since is secure in 
his rights. There is absolutely no 
question as to his rights, even though 
he had not made a discovery on Sep- 
tember 27 and has not made one since, 
provided that he continues his work 
diligently until he does make a iis- 
covery. These people are in a very 
good situation. For the first time in 
the history of placer mining thé gov- 
ernment has recognized the interests 
of a locator prior to a discovery. 

“Now as to t of dubious status: 
In the first plate those men who 
located before the withdrawal order 
of September 27 and did no work, but 
simply held the barren location, and 
were nut preparing to go to work, are 
in no better position than those men 
who located after the withdrawal. 

“The statute specially omits *o pro- 
vide for the peculiar category of peo- 
ple who had a location before the with- 
drawal and started work after the 
withdrawal. In my opinion, from the 


statements of the officials of the land 


decision of the Land Office, and if the 
Land Office stands by its ruling rather 
a peculiar situation will result. A single 
grantee of a consolidated location will 
be unable to get patent for more than 
twenty acres on one well. I am satis- 
fied, however, that the courts will pro- 
tect his possession of the whole 160 
acres as against any person who sought 
to take it from him. 

“ “Take the case of an oil company 
that has bought 160 acres from eight 
locators prior to the discovery of oil. 
It puts down one well and makes 4 
discovery. On making an application 
for a patent, the Land Office would re- 
fuse the application, except as to the 
twenty acres on which the well is lo- 
cated. Whereas, if some third party at- 
tempted to go on the land the courts 
would undoubtedly protect the corpora- 
tion to the extent of the whole 160 


acres. 
“All the land in the withdrawn area, 
on which no work is being done, is 
no longer open to location. It is the in- 
tention of the government to fermu- 
late some legislation at the next ses- 
sion of Congress for the er n of 
this withdrawn oll land.

If the 
President's withdrawal order of Sep- 
tember 27, 1909, is a valid order their 
condition is somewhat dubious. 

“It is my opinion that by withdraw- 
ing these lands again the President has 
abandoned the pecullar phraseology 
of the withdrawal bill.. The rights of 
any person who at the date of any 
order of withdrawal heretofore or 
hereafter made is a bona fide occu- 
pant er claimant, etc. This protects 
the rights of any bona fide occupant 
at any withdrawal made subsequent to 
the passage of the act. It seems to 
me that any person at work on land 
at the time of the second withdrawal 
ls ahaolutely safe. 

“This opinion i# subject to questions 
that nav arise bearing on the twenty- 
acre decision, officially known as the 
Yard case. The placer mining law pro- 
vides that one man may locate twenty 
acres of land as a placer mining claim. 
Fight men may unite and locate 169 
acres of land as a consolidatéd placer 
mining claim, Of course, one man May 
locate elght different claims, making 
a total of 160 acres. In this case he 
must put down eight _wells—one for 
every twenty acres. On a consolidated 
claim, however, only one well need 
be drilled. This is very important Jn 
oll mining, where wells may cost any- 
where from $19,000 @ $100,000. 

“Inder the decision of the California 
Supreme Court, affirmed by the United 
States Supreme Court, and according 
to the undeviating practice of the 
land office for twenty years, elzht men 
might locate 160 acres as a consolidat- 
ed location and at once convey it to one 
man or @ corporation, and the grantee 
ean go ahead and get his title by drili- 
ing one well to discovery, just as 
though it were stilt held by the eight.

PRESCOTT (Ariz.) July 4.—A

Bradshaw mountains, south of Pres- 
cott.

ence the argument of dollars and cents 
is the strongést that can be advanced 
to persuade it to take its medicine. 
Therefore the argument that civic 
beauty repays its cost in actual money 
is the ene that is being brought to 
bear upon the taxphyers of the thirty- 
eight cities which are in various 
Stages of diagnosis and treatment.

The artistic awakening of American 
cities has called forth a new profes- 
sion. that of the scientific city planner, 
such men as Daniel H. Burnham, Ar- 
noid W. Brunner, John Nolan, Charles 
Mulford Robinson, John M. Carrere, 
Frederick Law Olmsted, Jr.. George E. 
Kessier and others. These men are 
the doctors of sick cities, specialists 
in the cure of the growing pain who 
will dlagnose a case, prescribe a cure 
and then show your city by an array 
of unassailable facts and figures the 
advantages of proper development from 
the civic ce ter right «ut to the 


urbs. 

It also has called into play numer- 
ous vocieties and associations which 
are advancing the propaganda of the 
city beautiful and the city practica! al!

As a 
matter of fact, j<-it meant absolute 
outlay not one of the cities contem- 
plating improvements would be 
wealthy enough to carry out a plan 
in its entirety upon its limit of bond- 
ed indebteduess. But scientific city 
building has developed a method of 
making each improvement pay for 
itself. 
It is not a radical upheaval, a 
wholesale condemnation of property 
and razing of buildings, a general con- 
struction of streets. Such a method 
as this would bankrupt any city in the 
country. The scientific way is the

NOBLE MALL THREATENED. 

Even these have not been entirely

which was directly across the mall 
and which would defeat its primary 
purpose for all time to come.

A Territory on Trial, 


By David Loring MacKaye. 


N July 26 the cosmopolitan citi- 

senry of siawaii will voce on the 

question of expelling the “snake 
from the “Paradise of the Pacific,” or 
of continuing the sale of liquor, as at 
present. Congresa demands that the 
islands solve the problem of prohibi- 
tion for themselves. 

For twelve years that which had 
been ihe kin m of Hawaii has been 
taking lessons in American citizenship. 
The C.. sress of the United States has 
been ite tutor, but its education nas 
been self-gained to a great extent. At 
the end of this time. Hawaii, now an 
organized Terr:‘ory of the Union which 
adopted &, is to be given an examina- 
tion. Passing this examination to the 
fatisfaction of the examiner, Hawali 
remains on its present political basis, 
‘ts status as a Territory assured, but 
if it fails, if. it shows that it has not 
imbibed the spirit of Americanism, it 
will be reduced. From an independent 
unit in the Union, it will become a 
possestion in all except name, being 
placed under the domination of a gcv- 
ernoy by commission, That this action 
will be taken jy the Federal govern- 
ment, that it Pas already been con- 
sidered. there is no doubt. 

During the latter part of 1909, Hawali 
Was tropbled with the rumors of an 
impending government by commissicn. 
These rumors origina‘ed as usual fron 
untraceable sources, ut the reports of 
Hawaiian citizens returning from the 
mainiand increased the anxiety with 
which the Territory regarded this un- 
pleasant prospect. There is no doubt 
that ite peculiar position gave natural 
rise to the sUpposition that the Fed- 
eral governmen: would not be adverse 
to a change in the isiand executive 
and there is equally no doubt that 
while the government itself is ac- 
quainted with Hawaiian conditions 
the American public is most wofully 
ignorant. 

The opening of the present Congress 
saw in Washington among the other 
lobbyists who «xpected or desired cer- 
tain legisiation, John G. Wooley. Wool- 
ley was there On behaift of the anti- 
faloon forces of Hawaii, intrusted, to- 
gether with assistants, with the se- 
curing of Congressional action toward 
drying up the Territory. There wag at 
ohce a bitter protest from Hawati. Not 
tniy the liquer interests raised 
and well-backed objections, but some 
of the most ardent prohibitionists alded 
their mite to the general howl. 

Hawall climbed ufon the fence at 
ence, As usual, Imoending fmportant 
legislation in <ongreas which affected 
Hawall necessitated special meetings 
on the part of the various civic and 
commercial organizations of Honolulu, 
tha! city controlling the policies of 
the Territory. In these meetings pro- 
hibitionists and iiquor dealers were both 
fully répresenicd. But they did not 
diecues prohibition. They discuseed 
home ittie. 

With the exception of the Civie Ped- 
eration, they voted a resolution to the 
effect that weuld Congress kindly not 
interfere in the affairs of the Terri- 
tory and perm't it the American right

Home rule became at once 
mixed up in the question, government 
by commission became a concrete idea 
in Washington by virtue of the pro- 
test against its former vague propor- 
tions. On the head of devoted Hawall 
fell that which it so earnestly strove 
to avoid, a consideration of the prohi- 
bition question and with it the neces- 
sity of taking the “examination” so 
politeiv orderei by Congress. 

The commiitee mentioned has been 
considering the Curtis bill, which pro- 
vided for the abolishment of liquor sull- 
ing in Hawaii when it recommended 
the plebiscite. Against this bill’ the 
protests of the Honolulu Bar Associa- 
tion, the Merchants Association and the 
Chamber of Commerce were hurled, the 
Civic Federatior alone requesting its 
favorable report. “Home rule,” they 
cried. They have it. 

Hawali does not want to consider 
prohibition. When several men arcse 
at the meetings referred to and tried 
to force the real question to an issue 
and anded a vote on the contents 
of the Curtis bill, they were eagerly 
squelched and the discussion proceed- 
ed on the purely academic question of 
self-government. The various associa- 
tions hastened to explain that they, 
by their resolutions, did not commit 
themselves on prohibition and to give 
strength to their explanation and their 
cause even intimated that they might 
favor it later. They overdid this and 
most plainiy showed that they were 
dodging the iseue; that they did not 
want prohibition. 

A few minutes thought shows that 
the question did not involve the ear- 
nestly worshipped ideaj of home rule. 
Numbers of H 
laws, 
among which the Edmunds act figures 
most prominently, bringing police court 
work into the United States District 
Court of Hawail. No protests on 
home rule grounds were ever made to 
this. Hawali is preparing to earnestly 
implore the Federal . government to 
take over the Kalaupapa lepar settle- 
ment, which costs the Territory a tidy 
sum of money per annum. Somehow 
or other, home rule would not. be af- 
fected by this. The Federal govern- 
ment prepares to take over the control 
of the liquor traffic and the sacred al- 
tar of self-government is violated, the 
highest ideals of Americanism are 
shattered. Hence the protests. 

This prohibition question and the 
status which it has at present at- 
tained are trivial when compared with 
the really serious matter of a probable 
government by commission, but a con- 
sideration of jt is necessary to wnder- 
stand the preliminary spasms which 
aré’ making it a concrete issue. Those 
associations which have been men- 
tioned are not in the same class as 
similar organization on the mainiand. 
Their members are IT In Hawaill. They 
control the sugar industry: the sugar 
industry is the flesh and blood of the 
Hawallan Islands. Their expression on 
such a matter is indicative of the feel- 
ing of the entire Territory. Hence this 
Matter upon which they have so for- 
cibly expressed themselves with such 
unexpected results demands considera- 
tion that the depths of feeling which 
theyyare capable of attaining be meas- 


red. 

Home rule was the herring drawn 
across the prohibition track by the 
liguor interests.. The move accom- 
plished its ends and the prohibitionists 
split. Of the three political parties 
of Hawali one is the Home Rule par- 
ty; home rule is the pet hobby of 
Hawall, brought into the lime light at 
the merest Act to violate it.

Ha- 
wallans and whites became citizens 
of the United States in 1898 when the 
islands were annexed. Chinese and 
Japanese are citizens if they were 
born in the islands. So much for the 
ignorance of the people concerning Ha- 
wail. 

As has been said, Hawali.is an army 
and navy post only to the govern- 
ment. Naturally, should it consider 
the present form of government for the 
islands ‘detrimental to its plans there. 
now in the course of fulfillment and 
costing millions, it would remove the 
government. Hawali is 
for anything else. 
Territory is nothing to the govern- 
ment. 


These are the two factors that will 
permit Hawaii to have such a gov- 
ernment—the ignorance of the people 
and the indifference of the Federal au- 
thorities. Should they place a govern- 


a protest would arise in the country as 
would necessitate a hasty retraction. 
Should they place that government 
over Hawali, the act would receive a 
half column's mention in the néwspa- 
pers, with the picture of the ex-Queen 
and people, reading it cursorily, would 
let It go at that. Yet Arizona and Ha- 
wall,are practically the same, one as 
much a part of the United States of 
America as the other. 

After considering the fact of the at- 
titude of the people of the country in 
general towards Hawali, it becomes 
necessary to consider the cause and 
righteousness of that attitude. The 
people of Hawaii, and particularly the 
whites, have been accused often in 
mainiand newspapers and periodicals 
of a lack of American ideals. This 
sounds good and effective in print, but 
berore snap judgment is paassed on the 
evidence an analysis of the term as 
well as the ideals should be made, an 
analysis which term-loving Americans 
seldom, if ever, make. Should a stan- 
dard ef American ideals be found and 
applied to Hawaii, that Territory 
might or might not stand the teat, 
but would probably come off far bet- 
ter than its detractors thought. If 
the standard of those ideais is found 
in manifested government or in the 
social existence of the country, Hawaii 
would be far ahead, or rather far be- 
low, the standard, for it has not raised 
Itself to the metropolitanism or graft, 
nor has it, by drawing its Own social 
lines, lost its perspective of society. 
Aas-to devotion to the “flag,” Hawali 
may be scored. It has none. Dr. 
Johnson once said that patriotism ‘is 
the last refuge of scoundrels, and this

CHICAGO, July 146.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch} Chief Meyers, the Giants’ 
catcher, has an idea that the New 
York Giants possess the three most 
remarkable pitchers in the game. 
Now, you may not agree with the re- 
marks of the Indian catcher. That's 
ali right, too. But the chief is en- 
titled to his opirion: Here are the 
three men whom the chief thinks are 
the most remarkable twirlers «m the 
game, and the reasons why they are 
remarkable: Mathewson ~— .greatest 
pitcher of them all. Crandall, nervi- 
est pitcher. Marquard—pitcher with 
the widest and quickest breaking 
curve. 

Now what do you think.of the chief? 
Do you believe that Mathewson is 
the greatest pitcher in the world? Do 


est? And, finally, do you believe that 
Marquard, “the $11,000 beauty.” has 
the fastest and the most sweeping 
break to his curve? 

“I! thmk Mathewson is the greatest 
pitcher of them all.” said the Indian. 
“Do you know, he would be even a 
greater pitcher. if he were not so great?

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with tenacity, occupying his rather mediocre abilities 
in his own writings. 

His literary work may be said to have been begun in 
Fraser’s Magazine in 1835, and for years he turned out 
stories, reviews, criticisms, correspondence (he often 
went abroad.) burlesques, ballads. a vast mass of vari- 
ous productions, covering most of the range of human 
thought. His work was done with a rarely henest con- 
scientiousness: He was sent an edition of a cyclopedia, 
one of a history of England, and a lot of miscellane- 
ous stuff with orders to send in something on them all 
in a week. He headed the dray back to the publishers 
with a note saying that if one of the important works 
were sent back with permission to spend a month on it 
alone he would undertake the task provided the pay 
were fair: if not, he would do nothing. As for tie 
“small beer,” he declined then or in the future to spend 
his time on that on any terms. He had his way, and 
showed London a new style in book reviewing. 

So he wrote, traveling much and always bringing 
back something. He was at home in Belgravia or in 
Whitechapel, with the humble or the great, in London, 
Paris, or Cairo. Everywhere he was a close observer 
and analytica! student of manners and morals. But 
in his writings he was wholly sympathetic. He has 
been compared with “George Eliot” and Balzac as a 
novelist, but was very unlike either. His knowledge 


.| of the human heart was as deep and accurate as any 
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author except perhaps the English Shakespeare or the 
Greek poet Sophocles. But his method was to draw a 
portrait of man or woman as a synthetic whole, life- 
like, almost palpitating, not as a cadaver on the dis- 
secting table, where each nerve and muscle is laid bare, 
a dead bit of machinery instead of an organized whole 
with the live blood in the veins and the heart afire 
with sympathy or passion. ' 

The superficial misjudge the man. He is often called 
a cynic. His is the kindliest, tenderest, most sympa- 
thetic heart that ever bore so harsh a name. Satirical 
he is, but it is the gentlest sarcasm, more like a tick- 
ling sensation than a scar. He has sharp claws, but 
they are usually sheathed in the most velvety cushions. 

For chronological order we may run over his works. 
Returning from a trip to Ireland, he gave the world 
the “Irish Sketch Book” in 1843. Next year he went 
to Egypt and came back with “From Cornhill to Grand 
Cairo,” with “Barry Lyndon” running in Fraser's. In 
1846 came the “Book of Snobs,” in which he held up to 
the eyes of fun-loving London a type too common in 
the metropolis then as now. Next year came Thack- 
eray’s masterpiece, ‘Vanity Fair,” which will keep his 
memory green for fenturies. It is one of the greatest 
character sketches/ in all literature. Then followed 
“Pendennis,” “The English Humorists,” “Henry Es- 
mond.” Here in 1852 he visited America and went 
back, unlike Tom Moore, Mrs. Trollope and Dickens, 
without a bitter sneer nor false caricature of us and 
our foibles. 

If you would get a picture of the time of Anne and 
of the Duke of Marlborough, read “Henry Esmond.” 
He was no admirer of rough Jack Churchill. If you 
wish a true picture of war, with all its horrors, disgust- 
ing brutality and features that make war “hell,” read 
“Vanity Fair.” In “Henry Esmond” you get pictures 
of Steele and Addison, in “Becky Sharp” of Napoleon, 
whom Thackeray liked as little as he did the hero of 
Blenheim. 

As a versifier in the lighter vein, Thackeray stands 
very high. The “Ballad of Bouillabaisse,” “Peg of 


- Limavaddy,” and “Little Billee” afford fun to us as 


keen as to the people of London two generations ago. 
Thackeray was much of a moralist. He loved to be 
called “the Week-day Preacher.” He is the portrayer 
“f manners and morals above all things. Manrers 
and morals are the essences of human sentiments and 
human souls. The intellect of man did not escape the 
attention of this prophet and priest of his race, but it 
Was the heart that he considered the important part 
of man. 

And if he is a moralist he is a wholesome, sane one. 
His morality is not mealy-mouthed. He is no phari- 


| See and as little of a hypocrite. He does not look for 


the angelic in men. There is a touch of the divine in 
his judgment. “He knows whereof we are made. He 
remembers that we are but dust.” At the same time 
he believes man is made “a little lower than the an- 
gels” and that it is their Creator’s will to “crown them 
with glory and worship.” He does not think it best 
for a man or for the race to give himself over to Satan, 
to “rank all uncleanness with greediness.” 

So we find the man in his works as in his life. He 
was a hearty, altogether healthy, Englishman of the 
last century. He believed in man and more in God. He 
Saw man’s foibles and laughed good-naturedly at them. 
He saw our vices and lamented them. He spent little 


me on our great traits as if sure we would make | 


enough of them ourselves. His teachings were intended 
to point out the rocks on which careers are wrecked, 
sure that if he kept us in the open sea and on the right 
course, we would get to a haven where there would at 


least be peace. 
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O, the humble men of Tyre!

Mohammedan Sects. 


| I find the Mohammedans here somewhat different from 


those of Egypt, Turkey and Arabia. The religion has 
changed greatly according to the countries where it has 
been believed. Moros are among the most ignorant fol- 
lowers of the faith, and the same is true of certain dis- 
tricts of this country where®*the people have mixed the 
principles of the Koran with those of Hinduism. In 
some villages the followers of the prophet believe in 
witches. They employ the Hindu astrologists to fix 
lucky days for their marriages and also to pray to the 
Hindu gods to give them sons. There are some sects 
which have castes, and in the Punjab there is one led 
by a man who claims to be the Messiah of the Moham- 
meilans. He preaches against modern education and 
says that the day of resurrection is at hand. 


In general there are about as many sects among the 
Mohammed told his 
followers that after he died the religion would be di- 
vided and seventy-three sects would arise. There are 
more than this in the Mohammedan world. In India the 
four principal schools are the Sunnites, the Shiahs, the 
Wahabis and the new progressive school, which is in 
favor of education and almost everything modern. It 
is from this last school that the chief unrest comes. The 
college at Aligarh represents it, and among its mem- 
bers are those who belong to the various Moslem 
leagues and Moslem agitators. 


The Sunnites and Shiahs have long been the most 
prominent sects throughout the Mohammedan world. 
The Sunnites acknowledged the first four caliphs to 
have been the rightful successors of Mohammed, where- 
as the Shiahs claim that Ali, the cousin and son-in-law 
of the prophet, should have succeeded him. There are 
something like 145,000,000 Sunnites 
only 15,000,000 Shiahs. 


As to the Wahabis, they are the Unitarians of Moham- 
medanism. They claim to have the purest religion and 
to found their faith not upon saints, but solely upon the 
Koran and Mohammed. They do not worship the tomb 
of Mohammed, and when they captured Medina about 
a century ago they destroyed the relics and stripped off 
the ornaments of that sacred spot. 

There is another sect here known as the Order of As- 
sassins, which is also found in Arabia and Persia. It 
was instituted by a mahdi who appeared at the time of 
the Crusades and who believed in political assassina- 
tion as a cure for various ills. 


What They Believe. | 


In the main, however, the Indian Mohammedans 
believe much the same as their brothers of this religion 
in other parts of the world. They believe in one God 
and His prophets, of which the chief is Mohammed. 
They have faith in predestination of good and fll and 
think the day of judgment will come. They believe in 
angels and witches and devils. The angels are legion 
and they are headed by Gabriel. Every man has an an- 


gel upon each side of him at all times. Each of these 


has a note-book and he writes down the good and the 
ill that the man does at the time he does it. The re- 
cording angel of the good stands on his right and of evil 
on his left, and when the Mohammedan spits he always 
spits to the left. : 


As to the witches or genii, they are much like those_ 


described in the Arabian Nights. They are made of fire 
and can assume all sorts of shapes. All the Mohamme- 
dans believe in them and that they live in the moun- 
tains which surround the world. 3 

The Indian Mohammedans give credit to most of the 
prophets of the Bible. Mohammed said there were 
124,000 prophets and over 300 apostles; among the latter 
were Adam, Noah, Abraham, Moses, Jesus and Moham- 
med. They rank Jesus among the greatest of the 
prophets, and reverence Adam, Noah and Abraham as 
well. They believe in Jesus, but their prophet Jesus is 
different from our Savior. According to them He was 
sent to reveal the gospel to man, and He foretold that 
Mohammed would come. They do not believe that He 
was crucified, but that another man was put in His 
place and He was miraculously taken to heaven. At the 


‘| last day He will come again and break the cross and 


make many reforms. He will reign as a king for a 
die and be buried near the tomb of Mo-

The French Duel. 

A French paper has been describing the various con- 
trivances to insure pistol duels ending in “coffee for 
two.” A favorite trick, it seems, is to use projectiles 
that look like ordinary lead bullets, but crumble to 
pieces when fired. In more serious cases bullets are 
used of smaller caliber than the pistol, thus lessening 
their penetrating power. 

Sometimes the wad is intentionally left out, so that’ 
when the duellists face each other with the pistols held 
downward the bullets roll out. In many cases bullets

of the right caliber are used, but only with a third of 


the proper powder charge, so that they are practically 
harmless. A variation of this trick is to load with 
a double powder charge, which also causes the bullets 
to go wide of the mark. This, however, is dangerous 
to the spectators. 


Again well-meaning seconds sometimes use the right 
bullets and the right charge, but stiffen the triggers so 
that the extra pressure causes the bullet to go wide. 
Perhaps the most amusing device is the use of pistols 
fitted with a sort of secret safety valve, which opens 
when the weapon is loaded, so that the bullet drops out

The New States. 


NEW METHODS OF ADMISSION FOR 


ARIZONA AND NEW MEXICO. 


MUST SUBMIT CONSTITUTIONS TO PRESIDENT, AND 
CONGRESS—HOW THEIR TWO STARS WILL BE 
ADDED TO FLAG—OLDEST TOWN, CHURCH AND 
HOUSE IN AMERICA FOUND IN NEW STATES. 
ALSO MOST ANCIENT RUINS OF NEW WORLD. -—

UR prospective twin sisters, Arizona and New Mex- 
0 ico, will have to run the gauntlet past both the 

President and Congress before Uncle Sam will adopt 
them into his immediate family—a prerequisite never 
before put in the way of a Territory knocking at our 
inner door. Oklahoma caused considerable goose flesh 
in Washington by its constitution, which makes possi- 
ble of materialization many of the most roseate dreams 
of the Socialists and which establishes that State as a 
social and political experiment station for the new 
world, such as New Zealand has been made for the hem- 
ispnere across seas. The Statehood bill lately signed by 
President Taft therefore requires that Arizona and New 
Mexico after framing their separate constitutions shall 
forward them to the Capitol and to the White House, to 
be approved or vetoed by either Congress or the Presi- 
dent. Congress generally reserved this reviewing power 
to itself until Kansas was admitted in 1875, beginning 
when it was rather loosely given to the President, who 
was merely authorized to state’ in a proclamation 
whether the new constitutions were framed according 
to the requirements of the acts authorizing them. But 
the constitutions of Arizona and New Mexico can be ve- 
toed by either Congress or President if distasteful to 
them, even if they do otherwise conform to the specifi- 
cations laid down in the Statehood act. So President 
Taft will not have occasion, after these twin stars have 
been added to the flag, to repeat to the Arizonan or

| will announce ina proclamation, on whose appearance 


} the State, under the act, will be deemed admitted. 


Adding Their Stars to Flags. 


The new flag of the United States, with its forty-eight 
stars, will then be enabled to appear next Fourth of 
July, for it is provided by law that the national em- 
blem, when its union has been altered by the addition 
of new stars, shall first be flown on the Independence 
Day following the President’s proclamation adding the 
State or States. The matter of the design of the flag— 
the arrangement of the stars—will be intrusted to a 
joint board of army and naval officers, whose work will] 
be approved by the Secretaries of War and of the Navy, 
acting together, and the matter of the flag’s distribution 
will be left to the quartermaster-general of the army. 

The capitals of Arizona and New Mexico must remain 
at Phoenix and Santa F6, as now, until 1926, and Ari- 
zona is to be allowed only one representative in Con- 
gress, while New Mexico (whose population is twice as 
great) will be given two. Of course, each of the new 
States will have two members of the United States Sen- 


wealths of the Union, irrespective of population. Here- 
tofore, as Territories, Arizona and New Mexico have 
been represented only in the House of Representatives, 
each by one delegate, who has had the power to speak, 
but never to vote. | 


Must Learn English. 


A further innovation in this Statehood bill is a clause 
requiring that the schools of the new States shall be 
“conducted in English.” This is aimed at the Mexicans 
of Arizona and New Mexico, who, ever since the cession 
of these Territories to the United States, have persisted 
in teaching their children only Spanish from genera- 
tion to generation. Indeed, in many counties of New 
Mexico it is impossible to impanel a jury all of whose 


members can speak English and an interpreter has to 


ate, the same number as is allowed all of the common- 
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New Mexican Senators President Roosevelt’s bon mot, 
addressed to Senator Owen: “Sir, you people neglected 
but one thing in your new constitulion—to prescribe the 
kind of tooth powder that Oklahomans must use!” 


In other ways the modus operandi of admission will 
be altered in the case of Arizona and New Mexico. Some 
time between August 19 and September 18, next, Ari- 
zona must elect fifty-two and New Mexico 100 delegates 
to their respective constitutional conventions, which 
must be called to order in the capitals at Phoenix and 


Santa Fé on the fourth Monday after the delegates are: 


elected. Then within from sixty to ninety days after 
the adjournment of the conventions the people of the 
Territories must vote to accept or reject the constitu- 
tions. 

Another Innovation. 


Heretofore prospective States have elected their first 
Officers at the time of voting on their constitutions, but 
in this case the voting days are to be separated by suf- 
ficient time to enable voters to act with minds single 
to each proposition before them. Thus zeal for office 


will not cloud the question whether the constitution is 


good or bad. The only other bill including this provi- 
sion was that authorizing Colorado to prepare for State- 
hood. 

So, you see, our lawmakers have been unusually cir- 
‘cumspect in the case of Arizona and New Mexico. After 
specifying these things, they required that certified cop- 
ies of the accepted constitutions and the canvass of the 
votes thereon be submitted to the President and Con- 
gress, to be passed upon during the next session of the 
latter. Upon general legislation Congress always acts 
definitely, while the President may allow a bill to pass 
by withholding both his veto and his signature. But 
in this case the President must act definitely, while the 
privilege of a “table veto” is given to Congress. 

Thus, if Congress at its next session fails to 


act one way or the other on the new consti- 


tutions, the law will hold that “silence gives 
consent” in its case, and the matter will be 
left to the President alone. If everything ¢oes 


off as per schedule Congress and the President will have 


both approved early next December and the Territorial 
Governors will at once call an election of State officers 


be employed in most of the courts to translate the tes- 
timony of English-speaking witnesses. 

Further impetus to the learning of English is given 

by a clause prescribing ability to read, write, speak and 
understand that language as a necessary qualification 
for all State officers and members of the Legislatures. 
But the Statehood act ignores the principle of two acts 
passed by the Legislature of New Mexico at its last ses- 
sion, and both vetoed by the Governor—acts prescribing 
ability to intelligently read the Constitution in English 
as an “educational test” for voters. This was directly 
aimed at the Mexican element, and the Senate commit- 
tee reporting the Statehood act condemned it as an at- 
tempt “to disfranchise a large number of those who are 
among the oldest and most substantial citizens of the 
Territory.” | 
_ The large “‘greaser” element in these Territories was 
one of the principal objections to Statehood raised by 
its enemies who visited the two Houses of Congress. 
According to the last reports of their Governors, Ari- 
zona contains 26,000 Mexicans, while the “majority” of 
the 400,000 people of New Mexico are descendants of 
the Anglo-Saxon race and the “balance are Spanish- 
American citizens.” In other words, somewhat less 
than 200,000 are Mexicans. 


The Indian Population. 


The Indian population of these proposed States, which 
are inflexible elements not altered by immigration, were 
estimated by the last census to be 26,500 in Arizona and 
13,150 in New Mexico, and it is improbable that this 
total of about 40,000 Indians has changed much in the 
past decade. 

In both Territories aye found Indians of the Pueblo 
tribes, who are living today amid the primitiveness of 
pre-Columbian days, and these include the rattlesnake 
dancers of the Mogqui settlements, also the dog eaters 
of Zuni. The Indian reservations of the proposed States 
remain, however, the territory of the Federal govern- 
ment, and their red denizens will not be qualified as 
voters in Arizona and New Mexico. Of these reserva- 
tions there are ten in Arizona and seven in New 
Mexico.

Air Sickness. 
Seasickness is a terror to many people, and the 
chances are that airsickness will be worse. Most per- 
sons, again, have experienced the unpleasant feeling in 


‘a lift when, like the pendulum, it swings back. Not a 


few people refuse to stand close to the edge of a cliff or 
to trust themselves to look down into a vast chasm of 
space immediately beneath their feet owing to vague 
feelings of giddiness, fears of falling arising out of a 
sense of a jeopardized equilibrium. 


And yet these same people converse glibly about the 
nearness of the day when aéro traffic will be an accom- 
plished fact and point in support of their view to the 
enormously rapid advances which motor traffic In the 
streets has made. When the question is carefully con- 
sidered in detail it will be conceded that there is hardly 
anything ¢hat is comparable between the air motor and 
the land motor from the point of view of attaining prac- 
tical success. . 

The problem in the case of the former is complicated 
by the first requirement, the conquest of that great 
force which, do what we will, pulls us back again to 
earth the moment we dare to rise from :ts surface. No 
special motor appliance is required to keep afloat on the 
sea or to keep a stable position on land, but we can 
only gain support in the air by means of moving ma- 
chinery analogous to the wings of a bird or by utiliz- 
ing a buoy or a substance which is much lighter than 
air and which therefore tends to float upon it. The 
machinery in the former case must obviously be well- 
nigh perfect and incapable of breaking down, while the 
difficulty In the latter case is the enormous bulk of 
floating gas that must be used. 


In short the advances yet to be made in order to 
bring aviation within the practical affairs of daily life 
must still be very far-reaching. Then, assuming the 
great consummation has been reached, will the human 
organization bé able to stand aviation? This is by no 
means certain, having regard to the constant changes 
of atmospheric pressure, with their marked effects upon 
the respiratory and circulatory processes which a jour- 
ney through the air must entail.—[{Lancet.

First VOYAGE TO HAWAII.

been our first tropical landfall turned out to be a bank

Pacific island was first mistaken for a heap of cirro- 
cumulus. 


The cloud arrangement which an responsible for 
the deception was a dull dark line of stratus strung 
along the western horizon, topped by a vivid, clean- 
lined triangle of frosty white cirro-cumulus, producing 
an effect so wonderfully like a snow-capped mountain 
that the mate, a sailor of lifelong experience, without 
stopping to recollect that our position at noon of the 
previous day left us still a thousand miles from Ha- 
waii, the nearest charted point where even so much as 
a rock pushed above the bosom of the Pacific, broke 
forth with a lusty cry of “Land on the starboard bow!” 


The mate could never see a cloud after that without 
looking ashamed, which was very awkward in the trop- 
ics, where it was cloudy all of the time; yet our real 
landfall came in a form so similar to the cloud island 
which had deceived him a week previously that every 
one gazed, silent and mistrustful, and waited for some 
one else to shout the news. But as the morning sun 
gained strength the dull sheets of stratus along the 
horizon began to thin, and gradually out of the dis- 
solving mists, clear as cut alabaster against the deep 
turquoise of the tropic sky, the funicular cone of a 
great snow-capped volcano took unmistakable shape, 
and we knew it for the mighty Mauna Kea, famous as 
the loftiest mountain peak on any island in the world. 

Our dead reckoning had shown us to be a hundred 
miles off shore at daybreak, and the question at once 
arose as to whether or not we could make Hilo by dark. 
The mate answered in the negative, and advised pro- 
ceeding under half-sail and standing off-and-on till day 


, | 


breeze which since midnight had been working back 
into the east where it belonged, deemed the effort worth 
making, and ordered the sheets slacked off and more 
sail set. Up fluttered the big main topmast staystail, 
up the jib topsail and the flying jib, and up the main 
and fore gaff topsails, every one of them drawing 
beautifully in the steady east-northeast which came 
gushing over the starboard quarter, and each after the 
other as it was hoisted and filled. doing its full meas- 
ure of work in forcing the schooner’s lee rail deeper 
into the yeasty run of foam churned up by her lunging 
bows and driving her faster toward her goal. 

When the great cturtle-backed Mauna Loa—lying to 
the south and beyond Mauna Kea—was sighted at noon 
we had been bowling along for three hours at a gait 
that had brought the black lava belts under the snow 
line on the higher mountain above the horizon, and be- 
low these, still dim and indistinct as the figures on 
ancient tapestry, the perspective of the gently undu- 
lating lower reaches of the windward slopes of the big 
island. . 

All through the afternoon the wind freshened un- 
til, from an average of ten knots in the morning, we 
increased to eleven in each of the hours from 12 to 2, 
ran just over twelve knots from 2 to 3, and but slightly 
under thirteen from 3 to 4. Fortunately, such sea as 
was running was with us, and though the sails, filled 
hard as sand bags, strained on the masts till the back- 
— stays sang like overstrung fiddles, no green water came 
aboard, and nothing carried away. At 4:30 the masts 
of ships were sighted a couple of points off the port 
bow, and, taking in the light sails, we headed up for 
what we knew must be Hilo Harbor. 

Ten minutes after the course was altered a black 
squall which had been chasing the schooner passed 
astern of her and broke upon the land, its course be- 
ing as clearly traceable across the velvet verdance of 
the waving cane fields as across the heavens. Down 
the coast it raced with us, gradually passing inland and 
leaving behind it a wake of freshness that glistened like 
a green satin ribbon in the last rays of the sun that 
— was setting behind a snowy shoulder of the now tower- 

ing Mauna Kea. There are several experiences in life 
which mark with indelible impression the pages of 
memory, but none to compare with the sensations that 
crowd upon you at your first close-in sight of a tropi- 
cal island. 
— Of Hilo itself, of its kind and hospitable people, its 
unique Japanese town, its avenues of palms and man- 
goes, and its streams and waterfalls, this brief record 
offers no space to write. Farther along on fhe cruise 
there were times when we met with more sumptuous 
entertainment, saw harbors more picturesque and bet- 
ter protected and mountains clothed in an even more 
reckless riot of tropical vegetation, but no place that 
ever really rivalled Hilo for first place in our hearts. 
It was our first love; our first tropical] experience; the 
gateway to those mystical latitudes of enchantment, . 
the South Seas. 

Yet almost equally impressive is the memory of the 
first glimpse of Honolulu. The Island of Oahu was 
sighted at 9 in the morning, and shortly afterward we 
headed into Molokai Channel, one of the deepest places 
in the Pacific, and, in the matter of wind and waves 
and currents, undoubtedly one of the most treacherous 
and uncertain. A strong breeze increased to a half- 
.gale by noon, and under double-reefed main and fore- 
sails the yacht made not any too good weather of it in 
‘the vicious cross-tumble of waters that assailed her. 
About noon the smooth, round summit of Koko Head 
began to peer above the foam tipped crests of the in-

racing seas, and an hour later the sharp, incisive out- 
line of the unmistakable Diamond Head showed clear 
against the sky on our starboard bow. As we brought 
its tall lighthouse abeam, the beach and reef of Waikiki 
and rows of white hotels and bungalows, and the odd- 
looking crater of the Punch Bowl, tilted above Hono- 
lulu in the background, began to open up beyond. The 
“Jack” at the fore brought the pilot-boat, rowed by a 
crew of lusty bare-chested Kanakas, out from the Head 
through a tortuous passage in the reef, and, watching 
his chance, the pilot gained a footing on the ladder 
and clambered aboard without getting so much as a 
drop of the swinging comber which at the same in- 
stant swept and half-filled his plunging whaleboat. 


Our next three miles to the entrance of the harbor | 


were the same as those followed by the Pacific liners, 
and the unfolding panorama, like the unrolling of an 
everchanging piece of rich oriental brocade, has been 
too often described to make the endeavor anything but 
out of place here. I have seen Honolulu and the beach 
of Waikiki a good many times since our first entrance, 
but I always like best to think of the scene as it im- 
pressed me on that gusty March afternoon, a harmony in 
blues and greens—the somber indigo of the cloud-shad- 
owed sea, the lapis lazuli above the reefs, the sheeny

verdancy of the palms and bananas along the foreshore, 
the verte emeraude of the slope up to where Tantalus 
and the Pali were lost in their crowns of nimbus and 
cumulus, and above all, the transparent azure of the 
tropical sky. 


With 2600 miles of salt water rolling between its 
windward shores and the western coast of North Amer- 
ica, with twice that distance separating it from Asia, 
and with more or less open water stretching limitiessly 
away to:the Arctic and Antarctic, it is only natural 
that Hawaii should harbor a race of sea-loving people. 
A hundred years ago the Hawaiians, bred true to their 
Samoan progenitors, fearlessly embarked on voyages 
in their sliver-like cinnet-sewed canoes that today 
would be deemed serious undertakings for hundred-ton 
schooners; and a half-century or more back they were 


whalers that ever hurled harpoons or drove lances. S0 
in assuming at the beginning of this century the title 
of “The Yachting Center of the Pacific,” Hawaii is not 
attaining to a new distinction, bit merely claiming in a 
modernized form a heritage of ancient days.—

Why the Sea Is Salt. 

A LEGEND OF THE SOUTHERN CALI- 
FORNIA INDIANS. 

By Mrs. A. C. S. Forbes. 
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The little stream flowed on with but scarce enough 
water for the Indians to drink and with no fish to help 
supply them with food. The land became parched and 
dry, the sun baked the grass and dried the edible leaves; 
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ports of the civilized portion of the world, the progress 
of Suva toward being a modern city is marvelous. The 
streets are wide and well laid out; brick stores and res- 
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Hindus and natives in the lower quarter. 

Standing at dusk on the heights behind the town, you 
can overlook the coral-inclosed harbor, glowing and 
flashing like a giant emerald, set in a sea of gold; and, 
far away, the great mountains lie, fold upon fold of 
purest purple, melting finally into the delicate silver of 
the distant horizon. Near at hand, the tall palm trees 
sway and bend and whisper, and drowsily the fat ba- 
nana leaves nod and bow, murmuring a contented good- 
night. 

Below, the little village begins to twinkle with many 
lights, the soft laughter of children at play floats up, 
mingling with the cricket's chirp and the nightingale’s 
mellow calling. High above, and over all, the Southern 
Cross is suspended—a silent benediction. 

The Crown Colony of Fiji is comprised of about 150 
islands, lying between 157 east and 177 west longitude, 
and 15 and 22 south latitude. The total area is reck- 
oned at 7400 equare miles. 

Viti Levu (Great Fiji) is the largest island of the 
group. On its eastern slope is situated the capital and 
largest city, Suva. Vanua Levu (Great Land,) the 
largest island in size and importance, is just north of 
Viti Levu. 

Kandavu, the next in size, is about sixty miles south 
of Suva. It can barely be made out on clear days. The 
city of Kandavu is one of the most important in the 
colony. Levuka, on the Island of Ovalau, is another 
large town, and was at one time the capital. 

The Governor of Fiji is also High Commissioner over 
all British possessions in the western Pacific. He is as- 
sisted by an executive council of five, and there is also 
a legislative council of twelve, six of whom are elected 
by popular vote. 

The natives are governed by chiefs appointed by the 
Governor. There are sixteen provinces, fourteen of 
which are ruled by native chiefs, ranking as princes. 
They are called “Roko Tui.” The other two are under 
the government of British magistrates. 

The chief of Kandavu Province is the grandson of 
Thakombau, the old warrior king who would be King of 
Fiji if it were not under British rule. 

The census of 1901 for the entire group and the out- 
lying island of Rotumbauh showed a population as fol- 
lows: Europeans, 2549; half-castes, 1516; Indian 
coolies, 17,105; islanders from other Pacific groups, 1950; 
miscellaneous, 457: Fijians, 96,631; making a total popu- 
lation of 120,128. Statistics show that the Fijians are 
slowly dying out. No cause has as. yet been discovered, 
though numerous suggestions have been advanced. 
| ‘There are a great many industries in the islands, the 
production of sugar being the most important. The 
Colonial Sugar Refining Company employs quite an army 
of workers, mostly natives, and a few coolies from In- 
dia. Independent planters cultivate sugar cane for the 
company, selling it at a very fair rate. 


night. 

Now, the Indians of Southern California have among 
them great men whom they call Pu-plem, and upon 
whom has descended-the gift of the god Chinigchinich. 

To one of these great men is given the sacred power 
to cause the clouds to weep and sprinkle water down 
over the dry land; to another is given the power to — 
ripen the chia and other seeds that the Indians may 
have bread; while another tends the wild chestnut that 
it may be evergreen and bear great quantities of chin- 
quipins; another the oak that it shall bend under a 
heavy load of acorns that the children may have their 
fill of the pungent acorn meal; and yet to another is 
given the strange power to create rabbits and squirrels 
and ducks and geese and fish and all such wild animals 
as are fit for the Indians’ food. 

But in the place called Acagchemen, where the ruins 
of the once great Mission of San Juan Capistrano now ; | 
stand, there were no great oak trees nor wild chestnuts 4 
nor ducks nor geese; there were only squirrels and rab- a 
bits, gophers and grasshoppers; therefore, when the 
great drought and famine came upon that land and the 
rabbits and squirrels stole the acorns that the Indians 
had brought from the hills and had nibbled off all the 
withered grass and dug up the roots and hid them away, 
the Indians, in great distress and want, turned with . 
faith to the great Pu-plem, the creator of fish, and # 
begged that he might fill the tiny stream with jumping 
| fish that they and their children should have to eat. The 
great man tapped the clear water and immediately the 
narrow stream was bursting its banks with quivering 
fish. 
The people had in plenty—more than they could eat. “ae 
The waters became a living, seething, wriggling mass an di 
of jostling fish, They swayed the stream; they leaped 3 
and pounded the water for room; they crowded and 
pierced each other, the smaller were tossed and crushed 
by the greater ones and all would gladly have lingered 
while the water slowly wended its way toward the 
north, but they could not; they were carried along by 
the mighty force of themselves, and many were crowded 
out of the water and lay motionless and spent upon the 
hot banks of the tiny stream. aoe 

The Indians feasted and slept and returned to feast 
again, but still the fish increased in number and perished 
in their own discomfort. 

At last the great mass of fish thought to call a fish 
council and decide upon some means of relief. At this 
consultation all were allowed to give their opinion and 
make suggestions. One said: “Let us all land upon 
the earth and seek food, for there we shal] have room;” 
another answered by saying: “Alas! I should die in the 
hot rays of the sun and parch in the dry air;” another 
cried: “‘We have no legs or feet on which to walk upon 
the land like other animals, and if we go we shall 
starve.” 
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Bananas are raised extensively and are exported 


mostly to Australia. Copra, the dried meat of the co- 


coanut, is a very important article of export. Cotton 


raising is quite an industry, some tea and coffee is culti- 
vated, and stock raising is successful in some sections, 
also the lumber trade is valuable. 


The vast tracts of unopened mountain and level land 


yet remaining in the different provinces would indicate 


that at a later time the Fiji Islands will be more im- 
portant to the world In general. |

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The Homes of Persia. 
MosTLy MADE oF Mup, But By No 
MEANS CHEAP. 


t By Mrs. Mary A. Clark Colquhoun. | 
W secs I contemplated going to Persia, I had no 


special pleasure in the thought of living in a 
mud house. However, I found the realization 
pleasanter than the anticipation. 

In the extreme north wood is found; in the extreme 
south, stone; but sun-dried bricks are the only build- 
ing material of probably nine-tenths of the country. A 
Persian house, however, must not be confused with an 
American dugout or sod house. It ia more like the 
adobe house of Mexico. Nothing is needed but money 
to make a Persian mud house an exceedingly comfort- 
able residence, but a mud house is not a cheap house.

fires, floods, cyclones and railway accidents of our own 
land? 

Persian houses are not built compactly in the center 
of a lawn, but are spread out on one, two, three, or even 
four sides of a courtyard. A veranda forms a sort of 
hall, from which the various rooms may be reached. On 
account of the perishable nature of the material, and 
the possibility of earthquakes, few houses have more 
than one story. There is another reason why dwelling- 
houses are not high, for it is unlawful to build a house 
from the roof of which you can look into the women’s 
court of a neighboring establishment. 


Perhaps you are thinking it would have been well if 
such a law had existed in Palestine, in the time of King 
David. It is more than probable that there was such a 
law, but that it did. not affect the King. In Persia, at 
least, the Shah can even enter the “harem” of one of 
his subjects; and, should he take a fancy to any one of 
the women there, he need not resort to the round-about 


methods of David in order to obtain her. 
In Persia you cannot change the shape and size of

The expression “dirt cheap” would have no meaning 
if translated into the Persian language, for dirt is a 
very expensive commodity in Iran. Think how much 
the mere transportation of enough dirt to build a house 
costs when it must all be carried in little bags on the 
backs of donkeys! The chopped straw must be brought 
in the same way. And water? You cannot turn on the 
hose—the water must be brought in sheepskin bags on 
the backs of men. 


But now, having all our materials, we are ready to 
make the brick. The men work for small wages, as do 
all Persian workmen, but think of the labor required to 
make by hand the bricks for a large house, in which 
the walls are three or four feet thick, or even thicker! 


First a hole is made in a large pile of earth. This 
is filled with water, and into it are stirred earth and 
chopped straw, until the mixture is the consistency of 
thick mush. Then a wooden frame, about eight inches 
square and two inches high, is placed on some flat 
piece of ground. This is filled with the soft mud, which 
is carefully pressed into the corners, and smoothed on 
top. The frame is then removed, and the sun must do 
the rest. When the brick is dried on top, it is turned 
over so that the sun can have a chance at the other 
side. 

Nothing could be better suited to the climate than a 
house made of these bricks, for the thick walls keep out 
the intense heat of summer and the penetrating cold of 
winter. The mud roof, also, keeps a house cooler in 
hot werther than any other kind of roof would do. It 
is made by putting beams from wall to wall, over 
which is spread a reed matting, and earth to the depth 
ot a foot and a half or two feet. These flat roofs fur- 
nish a pleasant place on which to sit, eat, walk, and 
even sleep. The greatest objection to them is the fact 
that they require constant care. They must be made 


with a gentle slope, so that the water will run off; | 


after each rain they must be rolled with a heavy stone 
roller; snow must be quickly shoveled off, and every 
two yeare at least the roof must be plastered over. But, 
even when the utmost precaution is taken, it is impos- 
sible to keep the ceilings from falling, for the moisture 


. will sink in, and the great weight of the roof will break 


the beams. 


A mud house, of course,.can be used only in a very 
dry climate. During the past twenty-five years various 
causes have combined to increase the rainfall of Per- 
sia, and this has rendered necessary some protection for 
the mud walls. The better class of houses are now built 
with a facing of burnt brick. Somewhat more slowly 
the people are learning to point their roofs, and to 
cover them with sheets of metal. 


The mud floor is one of the most objectionable fea- 
tures of a house of this kind, because it is the source 


ofa great deal of dust. But it is only a matter of 


money, for if you; can afford it, you may have your floor 
laid with glazed tiles. And even if you must have the 
floor of beaten earth, a reed matting will protect your 
rugs from the dust, and the rugs, of course, can be eas- 
ily taken up and shaken. 


Do you not think it was an Americo-maniac who had 
a strip of wood sunk in the mud floor of her room in 


order that she might tack down a Brussels carpet, which 


she had brought at great expense from the United 


States? 


A mud house makes a large or serious fire almost an 
impossibility, so that one of the things most greatly to 
be feared in an American city causes no apprehension 


in the greater part of Persia. Americans exclaim with 


horror at the thought of earthquakes, but what is an 
sith the 
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your rooms as easily as you can in Japan, where all 
that is necessary is to put up|or take down a wall of 
matting; but you can close up, or open, either a door 
or window almost anywhere t you may wish to do 
so. In building the thick mud Is the architect leaves 
openings for doors and windows in almost every con- 
ceivable place, closing them with just one layer of brick, 
which is easily removed. These openings do not mate- 
Tially weaken the walls, because the tops are always 
arched. 


Door locks are a recent innovation. Doors are usu- 
ally double, and the customary way of fastening them 
is with a hook and staple at the top. The windows 
open like double doors, or sometimes the whole sash 
shoves up above the opening. Not infrequently a room 
has sO many windows that almost an entire side of it 
can be thrown open. 7 


These windows also, admirably illustrate the fact that 
the Persian artist appreciates the importance of mass- 
ing the effect instead of scattering it. Instead of sev- 
eral small windows in a room, he has one large central 
window, which often reaches from floor to ceiling. This 
is divided by mullions inte three or four sections: The 
sashes are of intricate patterns, and are filled with 
small panes of stained glass. Though I cannot agree | 
with the writer who says that these often “rival in re- 
sult the splendor of rose windows in Gothic cathedrals,” 
I consider Persian windows beautiful and artistic. 


The walls of the rooms are plastered, and can be 
tinted if you choose; and you will choose, because in a 


sunshiny country like Iran the glare of the white walls

A SEQUESTERED RETREAT IN THE 


MADRE. 
By a Special Contributor. 
ITH the sea coast on one hand and the moun- 
tains on the other, the residents of Los Angeles 
county need not travel beyond its bounds for 
their summer outing. But riches are proverbially em- 
barrassing, and it is not always easy to decide where 
to go. If you fancy camping in a-cool, shady nook of 
the mountains, why not try Coldwater Cafion? 

But there are several Coldwaters in the mountains. In 
the Sierra Madre two cafions of that name are marked 
on the Geological Survey map, San Antonio quadrangle. 
They are both in the neighborhood of old Baldy. The 
one referred to here is the more westerly of the two. 
Commencing right under that face of the big mountain 
which looks toward Los Angeles, it unites, some eight 
miles from its birthplace with Cattle Cafion, a branch of 
the East San Gabriel. ‘ 

At the junction a small clear stream wanders through

a wilderness of boulders, white as a sea beach. It is 
the bed of a mountain torrent which, in the season of 
melting snow, uproots trees and sweeps all obstacles 
away in its impetuous rush. Hence Cattle Cafion, in 
its upper regions particularly, is bare and stony, shade- 
less and unattractive to the camper. But the sylvan 
character of Coldwater is manifest at the outset. - 
Take the left-hand trail across the stony strand, and 
it leads you at once into the shade of cottonwoods and 
From end to end the floor of Coldwater Cafion 
is filled with trees. Only now and then does the path 
cross some open sunny bay, where the bayonet cactus 
flourishes in the midst of rocks. The Coldwater, a 
noisy mountain brook, tumbles seaward by innumerable 
low cascades under an arcade of alders. These trees 
seem to have a squatter’s right to the water’s edge, 
from which they have excluded all others but a slender 
maple or so. Upstream or down, you see in endless 
perspective the smooth gray pillars of their stems. The 
alders grow in pairs or threes, and their heads of pale- 
green foliage form a canopy. Crowding the alders as 
close as they can, stand the sweet-scented bays, the 
maples, and the live oaks. A few sycamores may be 
noticed in the crowd, but at this elevation of 3000 feet 
or more above sea leve] the sycamore is a thin, strag- 
gling tree, and is usually infested with the mistletoe 


parasite. Out of the tangle of branches rises the dark 
column and feathery , oes of an occasional spruce 
tree 


A picturesque feature of the cafion are the gray cliffs 
that rise sheer above its pools, and force the trail to 
make frequent twists and water crossings. Their ledges 
and crannies are filled with mosses and ferns. In the 
deep soi! that has accumulated behind the cliff live oaks 
luxuriate, and their rugged, sinuous arms stretch for- 
ward and contrast effectively with the vertical lines of 
the rock. 

The western wall of the cafion is formed by a long 
spur, or buttress, that comes right down from the peak 
of Old Baldy. Its sides are steep and covered below with 
a belt of almost impervious brushwood. But when these 
obstacles have been overcome and the forest-covered 
crest of the spur attained, the remainder of the climb 
to the summit is not difficult. Formerly camp was 
made at the head of Coldwater Cafion, and next morn- 
ing the west wall was attacked at its steepest point, 
which made the climb very laborious. Now those who 
climb Old Baldy from this quarter take the new trail 
which leads out of Coldwater about half a mile above 
Weber’s Camp. 


and tent cottages, situated half-way up the cafion, near 
the point where the crown of Old Baldy rises so pic- 
turesquely above a grove of dark spruce trees. The 
distance from Weber’s to the summit is estimated at 
six miles. To the climber the grade is of more impor- 


tance than the mileage. 


for so much, is a matter of 3000 feet from the floor of 
the cafion to the ridge of the mountain spur. The steep 


| ascent has been circumvented by a well-engineered trail, 


which after two hours’ steady plodding, lands the 
climber on a pine-covered ridge. Then comes the long 
climb upward to the shoulder of the mountain. At 
first the way is fairly well shaded and not difficult. But 
the last thousand feet, mounting steeply over a “talus” 
of loose rock fragments, is a “tough proposition.” At 
the shoulder the trail unites with the beaten track from 
San Antonio Cafion, and the rest is easy. Six hours 
may be allowed for the climb from Coldwater to the 
peak. 


For those who are not in training this is a laborious 
undertaking, and they will perhaps be satisfied with a 
trip tthe crest of the ridge. From its elevation of 
7000 feet it commands an extensive view over the foot- 
hills and deep cafions of the San Gabriel. It is covered 
by a remnant of the old forest of the Sierra Madre. A 
few silver firs are seen here, and some sugar pines, 
which stretch out their long arms, as John Muir says, in 
benediction. But the yellow pines are in the majority, 
tall, shapely trees whose bark is marked with a pattern 
curiously like that of an alligator’s skin. The ground 
is russet-colored with pine needles, and the air scented 
with pine balsam, the true mountain “bouquet.” . 

The rocky elevation that walls in the upper cafion to 
the west is called Iron Mountain. It is as rugged as its 
name—due to an ironstone in its formation—implies. Its 
sides have been closely prospected, and a miner’s trail 
over the worst part of its shingly “talus” makes the peak

and its affluent, Fish Fork. 


A rocky curtain connects Iron Mountain with Old 
Baldy, and forms the back wall of Coldwater Cafion. 
Somewhere in its recesses the Coldwater stream springs 
to life, and shortly after flings itself over a cliff in a 
picturesque double fall. This point, which is three miles 
above Weber's, is practically the head of the cafion. A 
short distance below the falls, in a grove of live oaks, 


séquestered spot, “far from the madding crowd.” It is 
directly under Old Baldy, at the foot of the great rock 
slide. 4 


A word or.two may be added concerning the route to 
‘Coldwater Cafion from the valley. There are two ways: 
the wet and the dry. The first is the well-known stage 
route via Azusa and the San Gabriel River to Follow's 
Camp. From Follow’s to the mouth of Coldwater is 
| some five or six miles with many river crossings. The 
dry route is across the foothills by the old Dalton trail 
into Cattle Cafion. 


otherwise improved under the auspices of the Forest 
Service. It leads up the Big Dalton Cafion, which opens 
out about three miles from Glendora, a station on the 
Pacific Electric. The trail keeps in this cafion for some 
miles, ascending very gradually, then it climbs out and 
on to the back of the foothills, but to no higher eleva- 
tion than 3500 feet. It descends again by easy loops ‘to 
Russell's place in Cattle Cafion, which is close to tha 
junction with Coldwater. The official distance from 
Russell’s to Glendora, according to the sign board is 
sixteen miles. But it is generally considered a rather 
long sixteen.

all the trails that cross the foothills to the San Ga- 
briel and its tributaries. It is also remarkably free from 
rocks, and soft under foot. A wide swath has been cut 
in the brushwood, so that there is plenty of elbow room.

PAINT THE EARTH GREEN. 
Our LANDSCAPES SHOULD BE GREEN 
such-intense green throughout all seasons as in 


AT ALL TIMES. 
N Southern California. The very foundation—the 


By Ernest, Braunton, 
canvas upon which we paint or build our landscape pic- 
tures—the greensward, nowhere thrives throughout the 
year as it does in our land of perpettual summer. 

It seems to make little difference upon what soil we 
build. our lawns and shrubberies are successes. 
ore of the marvels of Southern California that any bed 
of sand will yield abundantly if supplied with water in 
good volume, and it is as true that the heaviest “adobe” 
or clay is still superior for garden purposes. Years ago, 
when the district known as Pico Heights was first set- 
tled, it was thought that this heaviest of adobe would 
never be brought to a friable condition or be capable 
of ordinary garden culture. Today no part of our city 
contains finer vegetation or a larger growth for the 
number of years planted. No soil supports such fine 
crops of lawn grass as adobe, 
plants, the palms seem to love it, and in such soils they 
make their rankest growth. Even in clay so seemingly 
impervious to water or root growth that in comparison 
adobe looks like shifting sands, palm roots make head- 
way as easily and quickly as in our lightest soils. In 
clay where only a sharp pick would penetrate, the 
writer has found myriads of the best of palm roots. It 
is equally true that many of our fine gardens are grown 
on the sandier soils. A little more water and a little 
more vegetable matter in the soil is the only treatment 
necessary that is not given to that of heaviest texture, 
and in turn the extra time exacted is offset by the 
greater ease with which light soils are worked. 

So it will readiiy be that all our land may be 
covered with evergreen of the brightest and best. Hill- 
sides in some cases, notably at the Huntington place, 
are being covered with Lippia repens which needs no 
summer watering to preserve a better color than the 
brown of dead grasses. Though all users will persist 
in watering this plant at all seasons, after the first 
summer it is not necessary, and this matter may be em- 
ployed, at a light cost, to cover hundreds of square 
miles of territory now sere and brown in summer. In 
larger plants than lawn covers we have the whole 
world’s supply to choose from, and among the lot plants 
suitable to every soil and aspect may be found—plants 
fifi will thrive upon the hot desert sands and those sub- 
sisting in the cool air of coastal swamps..__No valid ex- 
cuse can be offered for leaving our landscapes bare, 
either in city or country, and we doubt not that in the 
future the march of the green will annihilate the earth's 
naked spots at a much faster pace than has been shown 
in the past. When all the land is green in crop-grow- 
ing season and all the vacant spots bright with ver- 
dure throughout the year, we may rest content; until 
then we should not.

Blue Hydrangeas. 

EVERAL have inquired as to the best means of pro- 

ducing blue flowers on our common hydrangea. 
Doubtless nearly every one with blue flowers is grow- 
ing in soil containing some iron, for this is the chief 
contributing cause. If you know of a roof being cov- 
ered with slate you may gather the pieces of broken 
states, pulverize them and mix into the soil, and your 
hydrangeas will blossom blue. ‘ | 


Around many new houses there are quantities of 
nails in the soil which were dropped by carpenters, 
shinglers, etc. There are also redwood chips and shav- 
mes which contain tannic acid mixed into the soil close 
about the foundation. In such cases it is little wonder 
that hydrangea flowers come out blue. A local dealer 
grew many young plants this year in gallon fruit cans, 
and all flowered blue—cause: oxide of iron or rust. In 
Europe, where hydrangeas are pot plants they use a 
special soil to obtain like results. Some florists use 
alum water. Sandy soil tends to blue flowers. Grow- 
ers wishing both blue and pink may obtain the latter 
by. using heavy, rich soil as pure as can be obtained, 
that fs, with little undeecayed foreign matter. Also 
water once a month with lime water and grow in pots, 
not cans. For blues use a sandy soil which should con- 
tain 3 per cent. of sulphate of fron and plenty of ani- 
mal manure. Occasionally water with a very weak so- 
lution of ammonia. ,

The peasant feels 
that his sons will earn more money by running behind 
tourists’ donkeys, or giving them inaccurate information 
about monuments, than they could if they remained 
peasants. Hence arises the desire for teaching that will 
enable boys to pass examinations, and especially for in- 
struction in English, which will make them useful both 
to the pleasure pilgrim and to the British official. 


In this purely mercenary view of the advantages of 
education may be found one cause of the general dissat- 
isfaction with the schoo] system of Egypt. The Egyp- 
tian has no grasp of the real meaning of culture. He 
cannot reason, nor does he wish to reason. The im- 
provement of the mind for its own sake is an idea for- 
eign to him. For ages past he has merely been taught, 
if he was taught at all, to learn by heart. This he does 
quickly. But he has no intellectua] curiosity. In few 
cases do young men who have gone through the govern- 
ment course of edy¢ation continue the process in after 
life. Their exam#hations passed, they consider that 
they have done ith learning. It has served its pur- 
pose. They need trouble themselves with it no more.

| Dogs to Aid Policemen. : 
$f AN AUTHORITY ON THE SUBJECT 4 
TELLS How THEY WoRK. 


From Pearson’s Weekly. 
| T is now many years since continental nations real- 


ized the advantages to be gained by employing dogs | 


in ordinary police work. As the subject in all its dif- 
ferent branches is one of which I have made a lifelong 
study, I'may be allowed, perhaps, to speak with some 
degree of authority on the valuable work which these 
sagacious animals aré doing throughout, practically, the 
whole of Europe. 


Some eighteen months ago I went abroad and made 
a careful study of the systems at the training establish- 
ments in Germany, France, and Belgium, and I came 
away convinced that the effect of dogs with the police 
is to decrease crime enormously. : 

In Paris, Berlin, and Brussels, as well as some 600 
other towns on the continent, the authorities testify 
to the fact that crime has decreased by no less than 35 
per cent. since the introduction of police dogs. So 


_ pleased are the municipal authorities in Berlin that only 


a few. weeks ago they voted assum of 27,000 marks 
($6750) for the increase of the training establishment in 
that city. | 


In Brunswick, during the month of January, 1903, 
there were thirteen burglaries, in February twelve, in 


March and April seven. Nine months later, through the 


introduction of police dogs, there were no burglaries, 
and the animals were moved out toward the suburbs, 
where fruit is largely grown, the trees and shrubs 
affording welcome “cover” for undesirables, and this had 
the effect of lowering the number of thefts in the most 
surprising manner. The report of the inspector states 
that not only have the number of crimes against prop- 
erty diminished, but also that charges of assault on the 
police have practically disappeared. 


At Brunswick not long ago a dog saved the life of a 


man who was lying drunk in the road by pointing him. 


out to the policeman. He had either fallen, or lain 
down to sleep by the river, and so close was he to the 
water's edge that had he turned over in his sleep he 
would have undoubtedly fallen in and been drowned. 

For the police service it is necessary to distinguish 
between the “executive” and the “criminal” dogs. I 
propose only to deal with the former, the “guide, phil- 
osopher, and friend” who completes the natural gifts of 
the human being. 

In the first place, his usefulness consists in drawing 
the constable’s attention to anything unusual, and, with 


| his keen scenting powers to aid him, and the fact that 


he can hear a distance of 400 yards further than a hu- 
man being, this duty is not very difficult to perform. 

In this country I have for years recommended the 
use of dogs in patrolling the streets at night—say, be- 
tween the hours of 10 p.m. and 6 a.m. They would, of 
course, be on the lead and muzzled, but by a mechani- 
cal contrivance both lead and muzzle can be slipped at 
the discretion of the policeman, so that if he is attacked 
the dog is free to protect him. In pursuing and holding 
escaping offenders he is invaluable. All the senses are 
most acute at night, and it is easy for the dog to over- 
take a man ruuning away in the dark, whereas the con- 
stable might be much hampered. | 

There is nothing to replace a properly-trained dog as 
a companion for the night policeman, especially in 
lonely and dense ground, when his beat lies in the outer 
zones of suburbs, such as large gardens, lonely parks, 
banks of rivers, with their dark corners and bushes, all 


of which afford shelter for bad characters. ar 


In this class of work the dog remains by the side o 
the policeman, or is sent out short distances ahead to 
explore the ground. When the officer is moving about 
the dog beats on. either side of him and draws his atten- 
tion to anything unusual. In this way he really en- 


tremely careful of their own persons, and would not 
knowingly court the sharp teeth of a police dog. 

A word or two now about the dogs themselves. The 
character possessed by the different breeds is clearly 
defined by Nature herself, but to embody the necessary 
traits in one animal was at first no easy matter. Very 
large and very small dogs were put out of the running 
at once. St. Bernards and Newfoundlands have too 


tive. 

_For saving life in the water the Newfoundland, of 
course, is splendid, but this qualification is hardly the 
business of the ordinary police dog. Great Danes are in 
some way an exception to the rule, as they are both 
powerful and active, while small dogs are without suffi- 
cient size and speed. 

Setters, pointers, and greyhounds are too much in- 
clined to go after game; bulldogs are useless, so we 
must come down to the sheep dog and Airedale. The 
latter is used much in France, Germany, and Austria, 
while the former cannot be ignored, as he possesses very 
sharp senses, and will not attack without reason. With 


j little training a sheep dog can track a fresh line of scent; 
he possesses wonderful hearing, and it is quite a mis-~- 


take to say he is devoid ot “nose.” 

The best police dogs, however, are a mixture of sheep 
dog, Airedale, and retriever, and well-trained animals 
of this kind can be obtained for from three to five 
pounds. 

Certain regulations must be laid down for the proper 
care and use of the dogs. When not on duty they 


7s | should be in their kennels during the day in order to 


make them fresh for their work at night, and when ta- 
ken out they should be accompanied always by the same 
policeman. In this way a better working understanding 
is arrived at—the one gets to know and understand the 
other, so to speak. 

In this country my efforts so far to induce Scotland 
Yard to try police dogs have been unavailing, but “while 
there’s life there's hope,” and we may yet see these use- 
ful animals employed in England with the same meas- 
ure of success as they are abroad. |

for special night-watch duty, and they are so pleased 


introduce them into this country for police work is a 
very easy matter. To do it rests with the public, who 
are so largely affected, and who can bring pressure to 
bear on their local authorities for enlisting the effective 
and ready help of the “friend of man” in assisting the 
policeman in his ever-increasingly dangerous and ardu- 
ous work of protecting our lives and homes.

THE SORBONNE. 


A CONDENSED HISTORY AND DESCRIPTION oF 


THE FAMOUS UNIVERSITY IN PARIs. | 


velt, as well as the lectures of American educators in 
the Sorbonne, in Paris, has brought the name of that 
famous institution prominently before the American 
people. 


The Sorbonne is often considered identical with the 
University of Paris. It is the most important part of 
the university, but the latter institution is several cen- 
turies older and has law, theological, medical and phar- 
macy schools outside the Sorbonne. 

The Sorbonne, however, has approximately 10,000 of 
the 12,000 students in the university, and to a very large 
extent it is the university. American students never 
have flocked to it as they have to German universities, 
but in the last few years their number has increased. 

The Sorbonne was founded in 1257 by Robert de Sor- 
oon, from whom it derived its name. He was born Oc- 
tober 9, 1201, near Reims, and became a famous priest, 
the chaplain and confessor of Louis IX. He established 
the school in the district which has long been known as 
the Latin Quarter. 

It was a place of residence and study for a long time, 
rather than a school where systematic instruction or 
lectures could be had by students. Shortly before his 
death in 1274 Sorbon added a college for philosophy and 
the humanities. 

As the growing body of the seat of theological learn- 
ing throughout the Middle Ages the Sorbonne faculty 
took an active part in the great questions that because 
of the times concerned both the church and the state,

Railreads Needed. 


H COUNTY without a railroad is like a maid without | 
a beau—always somewhat lonesome and behind the 
_times. I traveled through one of these counties last 
_ week and paid 20 cents a mile for a part of the journey. | 
One of the best watered in the State, Lake county, Is 
entirely without steam or electric transportation, de- 
pending upon freighting teams for carrying a large 
' quantity of produce to market. I asked a rancher own- 
ing a fine Bartlett-pear orchard: “How do you get your 
fruit to market.” “Dry my pears and haul them out at 
leisure.” Since arriving home, I asked a fruit man who 
has seen the crop what that fruit would be worth deliv- | 
ered in good shape at the railroad. He said he would 
* give $50 per ton orchard run. 

Most all of the fruit orchards of Lake county are upon 
the borders of Clear Lake, a fine body of water thirty- 
five miles long and ten miles wide at its broadest ex- | 
panse. It has not one freighting boat, and there is no 
sign of commercial activity from one end of the lake to. 
the other, for a water route would lead nowhere within 
reach of a railroad. Some efforts have been made to 
build from the Sacramento Valley to the lower end of 
the lake there to connect with the fine lands of the 
basin by boat. If this is done Lake county will have a 
boom in fruit culture, for it produces even now some of 
the best Bartlett pears and apples in the State. The 
finest and most extensive body of fresh water altogether 
within California lies slumbering in the summer sun, — 


of steel rails to give it life and value equal to its scenic 
Rice and Coffee Growing. 
‘ HETHER futile or otherwise, rice culture is being 
demonstrated in the Sacramento Valley this season 
in several sections. The “farm” near Chico has a fine 
lot of plants growing now and another trial is being 
made above Red Bluff. These experiments are in 
charge of experts connected with the Bureau of Plant 
Industry, and at the harvest time our people will know 
whether to begin rice growing on their own resources 
or not. Several hundred coffee plants in Sutter county 
are in full fruit also, and cotton is being tried on these 
reaches of fine lowlands. We may not be sure of favor- 
able results from any of these trials, yet- they will go 
far to determine whether it is worth while to continue 
the introduction of these crops. The Turkish tobacco 
farm at Exeter has apparently gone beyond the stage 
of mere experimentation. 


New Insecticide Law | 
T last the Congress of the United States has covered | 


in California 


its entire territory, including insular districts, with 
an act designed to make uniform the manufacture and 
sale of insecticides, and the President has siened it. 


This law is of interest to every orchardist in this State, 
and especially to deciduous fruit growers. The official 
title is “An act for preventing the manufacture, sale, or 
transportation of adulterated or misbranded Paris 
greens, lead arsenates, and other insecticides, and also 
fungicides, and for regulating traffic therein, and for 
other purposes.” 


Space will not permit an extensive reference to this 


excellent enactment, but the law is of such interest and 
value that fruit growers generally should have a copy 
of the act. Ask your Congressman for Senate Bill 6131. 
The new law is contained in fourteen sections. The bill 
was approved by President Taft, April 26, 1910. 


Alfalfa Pests. 


HEN alfalfa mills are being built in a dozen cen- 

ters, great new fields of this forage plant estab- 
lished for stock and dairy purposes, and the purely com- 
mercial end of the business reaching such great propor- 
tions in this State, the public becomes especially alive 
to all matters relating to the cultivation of this staple. 
Hence an inordinate demand for seed seems to have 
flooded California with a large lot of very poor seed, 
much of which I fear has been planted. Over a thous- 
and dollars’ worth (on its face) of seed was destroyed 
in one lot recently at Sacramento, to the chagrin of both 
seller and buyer, the former seemingly determined that 
the stuff be foisted upon some good alfalfa section. 

An examination of the lot showed that a chalcid fly 
had emerged from almost every seed, the larvae having 
destroyed the germ of each seed affected. Consequently 
this seed was of no value whatever, much less worth 
the standard price at which it had been sold. Fortu- 
nately it was caught in time, for the samples reported 
upon by the Department of Agriculture contained a large 
percentage of dodder—8730 seeds of dodder to the pound, 
so the report ran—four seeds to each square foot of 
land planted to this foul lot of seed. This weed is most 
destructive to alfalfa. The highest number of dodder 
seed heretofore found in a pound of alfalfa seed was 
5490. Some one seems to be taking advantage of the 
enormous demand for seed by foisting the most dis- 
reputable lot of seed upon the public ever seen. Farm- 
ers should beware of these frauds and plant nothing 
that has not been carefully experted. 


Mealy Bug Destroyer, 


EORGE COMPERE has just returned to Sacramento 

from China, Japan and the Philippines, bringing over 
a large collection of predacious insects and Hymenop- 
terous parasites of the mealy bug. There were fifteen 
packages in all, many of them inclosing large plants 
bearing hosts of mealy bugs and their enemies. We 
have been disappointed so often with these importations 
that no estimate of the effectiveness of these new bene- 
ficial insects will be made. Disappointments, however 
frequent, do not justify the abandonment of researches 
of this kind, but the work must be kept on and on as 
long as there is the slightest hope of results, for in the 
case of the mealy bug there seems no hope of control by 
mechanical appliances. This renders the mealy bug 
one of the most alarming of all orchard pests, and it is 
now recognized as a most desperate infection with 
which to deal. Without predicting success for the Ma- 
nila importations I may with propriety inform the read- 
ers of The Times how the new insects behave. 


Last February Compere left for the Orient with mil- 


lions of mealy bugs upon plants encased for returning 


to California after the mealy bugs became infected. On 
his return he was met at Honolulu with a new supply 
upon which to feel his insects the latter portion of their 
journey. With all this supply the lady birds devoured 
the material and hundreds of them had to be turned out 
in mid-ocean to conserve the food for the remainder. 
Compere arrived with about 1000 adults of the species 
known as Crytogomus orbiculus, the kind upon which 
some hope of success is based. This ladybug is some- 
what smaller than the Vedalia, equally prolific and vora- 
cious. In the insectary at this writing it may be seen, 
the adults devouring full-grown mealy bugs and the 
young burying themselves in the egg masses as did the 
Vidalia twenty years ago with the white scale. I noted 
the time required by one of the ladybugs to devour a 
half-grown meaiy bug. Five minutes finished the meal. 


On the bottom of a case of plants was a full pint of 


the white coverings so noticeable with the citrus mealy 
bug. All will depend upon the ability of the new in- 
sects to adapt themselves to our climatic and orchard 
conditions; and there we may look for failure, with a 
possibility that the mealy bug may meet the same fate 
as did the white scale. At any rate thousands of the 
new importation will be sent out and a fair trial given 
the Philippine insects. They were found twenty miles 
east of Manila. : 


Fault-Finding, Profitiess. 


WRITER in a San José paper criticises the State 
Aus Federal experimenters for not finding an effec- 
tive remedy for thrips. This minute insect has done 
enormous damage to the prune, cherry and pear indus- 
tries in the San Joaquin and Sacramento Valleys, and 
another species has caused consternation in more than 
one citrus section of the State. But the critic in treat- 
ing of the efforts that have been made to control this 
scourge should be reminded that some pests may be so 
invulnerable, their habits so obscure or changeable and 


| their activities so fierce that no remedy can ever be dis- 


covered to circumvent them. 
I remewber, for instance a little less than a quarter

“When there is a party or wedding in the neighbor- 
hood, the parties concerned are generally loaded down 
with flowers. Friends get busy with the scissors, and 
climbing rose vines are robbed of their blossoms, rose 
trees stripped in a dozen different yards, whole hedges 
of lilies cut down willingly, for owners know full well 
they will soon reblossom. Where, I want to ask you,” 
queried the florist, “do we come in in such cases? Asa 
general rule, the person in average circumstances who 
has friends by the dozen who have flowers by the bushel 
has no compunction in asking for flowers to decorate 
with. 


“Of course we make money,” said the man with the 
hoe, who was interviewed in his workshop, “or else we 
would not be in business, but I just want to disillusion 
you of the prevailing notion that Old Sol and the Cali- 
fornia florist have a partnership business, and after the 
culturist has tickled the earth with a hoe that mother 
nature smiles a harvest for the florist alone. We have 
no monopoly. There are others. To be sure, we ire 
specialists and have better success, can produce on a 
more elaborate scale and our specimens are perhaps 
more perfect, but the sun and the rain descend alike to 
bless the garden of my friend across the street. 


“We have our troubles just like anybody else,” said 
the florist. “Hundreds of people have expressed the 
opinion to me that it is the easiest place in the world 
to raise flowers in California, forgettinz that nature is 
our enemy as well as our friend. They overlook the 
fact that we must fight the vast horde of insects, pick 
just the right time, know what needed ingredient to 
mix in the soil, judge when to uproot and plant anew, 
detect the presence of the dreaded red spider and a hun- 
dred other parasites. 

“Now, the red spider is as much dreaded by us as by 
the orange grower. Its treachery lies in the fact that 
it is so tiny that its presence can scarcely be detected 
until its deadly work has been accomplished. You have 
often seen specks of black all over rose petais. Well, 
this is the work of the spider, and it ruins «he flowers 
for the market. Healthy bushes will be invaded and the 
entire crop ruined. 

“Another trouble we encounter is hot winds. Three 
weeks ago I had hundreJds of roses ready for the mar- 
ket. A Santa Ana came up at noon and in two hours on 
bush after bush the rose petals were curled and seared. 

“Bo you see you must constantly be on the lookout 
in California, as elsewhere. It may look as though 
things sprang up by magic and blossomed lavishly with- 
out care, but the culture must be diligently pursued if 
the best results are secured.”—([Press. 


Soil Texture. 


EARLY all vegetables have fine, soft roots that do 
not easily or quickly push their way througa hard 
soils. Unlike the ornamenta] plants of the garden, 
which are tough and hard in al] parts, vegetables are 
most valuable when most tender. 

It can readily be understood by any one that the roots 
will somewhat partake of the texture of the \op and are 
therefore soft and succulent in the case of vegetables. 
This being understood, it must likewise be vcry patent 
that soil should be put in fine physical condition before 
planting. Plant food of all kinds is largely unavailable 
if the medium through which it is furnished, the soil, is 
not sufficiently friable so that soil moisture may readily 
permeate it, for only through soil moisture do the plants 
feed upon either mineral or organic fertilizers. | 

The greatest benefit derived from the application to 
land of stable manure lies not in the amount of quickly 
available plant food it contains, but in the improved and 
improving texture of the soil. We must get humus at 
any cost, and the only source of supply lies in the in- 
troduction of animal or vegetable matter, and the latter 
is of course the cheapest and easiest to obtain. Though 
I do not at present grow many vegetables, I specialize 
in plant breeding a great deal, and must have soil in 
good tilth. Each year I work in stable manure, and also 
use it as a summer mulch, but do not depend upon it for 
plant food. In the case of bulbs commercial fertilizers 
are sown on top of the manure mulch and washed down 


by setting lawn sprinklers on the beds.” It will work 


as well with vegetables.—[Rural Californian. 
Grasshoppers Chewing Tobacco. 
HEN we were little kids we were told that grass- 
hoppers were great tobacco chewers, but when we 
got bigger we rather scouted the idea. Now comes the 
absolute proof. 

Out at the Turkish tobacco farm, known far and near 
as the only one of its kind of any size in the United 
States, the hoppers are fairly reveling in this delicacy, 
coming from far and near and threatening the complete 
demolition of the succulent young plants. 

Now that they have gotten the taste of the Turkish 
variety, they will have nothing else. Mr. Powell tried 
to get them to taste of some Kentucky natural leaf, Mr. 
Chilikian offered them a plug of Battle Axe and Mr. 
Wortham tempted them with some Piper Heidsick, but 
they would have nought of it, at least not until the 
Turkish kind was all gone. 

The boys finally became desperate and undertook to 
kill off a lot of the hops by setting out fires around the 
edge of the field, but what was their surprise to see the 
pestiferous hoppers rolling up cigarettes and lighting 
them by the prairie fire. : 

So far the damage has only been nominal, but it may 
be worse. The hoppers have also injured some of the 
real young orange orchards, but the damage is not yet 


California—Flower and 


Garden Potatoes. | 


UCH may be done for garden potatoes through se- 

lection. Plant breeding has been carried to such 
a high standard that even the best of those engaged in 
the work rely mainly upon selection for satisfactory re- 
sults. The question comes home to us why may not 
every one of us follow out this line of work? 

By selecting hills which show a tendency to resist 
blight-or the diseases most prevalent in your section you 
will finally abtain a strain that will largely relieve you 
from the necessity of spraying the plants or dipping the 
seed potatoes before planting. Save seed from the most 
productive hills; this will also increase the vigor of 
your strain, and while larger size and greater numbers 
to the hill will result, this strength will also aid much 
in warding off disease. Be your own seedsman; do not 
plant any old stock until your strain has run out while 
waiting for a Burbank to find a new and better sort. By 
judicious selection you may not only prevent deterio- 
ration, that bugaboo of which we hear so much, but may 
even bring our garden products up to the standard of 
the best obtainable—[Rural Californian. 


New Garden Plant. 


KE new Japanese salad plant known as udo favors 

both celery and asparagus, but it is very different 

from either of them. As it might be grown in this 
country it could by hilling be cut in the open at any 
time from Christmas to the middle of the month of 
May. At Christmas extremely delicate blanched shoots 
from three to five inches long and from one-quarter to 
three-eighths inches in diameter have been obtained. In 
April or May the stalks are from eight and one-half to 
ten inches In diameter. Six stalks weigh one pound. It 
has many advantages over either celery or asparagus, 
like asparagus, once planted it is always there, coming 
up annually and growing to a heighth of four or five 
feet. It is a bushy shrub with a small white flower, and 
fruit very much like elderberries.

Vegetarianism and Endurance. 
ETTERS are constantly received by the editor of 
L the Care of the Body telling of feats of endurance 
performed by comparatively weak persons on an 
abstemious non-flesh diet, feats which they could not 
ever begin to undertake ff their diet was composed 
largely of flesh foods. 
George J. Roskruge is a pioneer of Arizona. He was 
formerly Surveyor-General of the Territory, but has re- 
tired from active life, and now occupies himself with 


the duties of the grand secretary of the Masonic Grand 
Lodge of Arizona. Mr. Roskruge is a great admirer of

vantage to himself and family, several of the sugges- 
“tions put forth here, such as the no-breakfast plan, the 
fasting cure, etc., thus greatly increasing his endurance. 
.In a recent letter to the editor Mr. Roskruge writes that 
when the schoo] term begins he is going to deliver a 
lecture to the high-school teachers on practical hygiene 
and the advantages of fasting, etc. He adds: : 


“I feel good for the coming of the Halley comet, sev- 
enty-four or seventy-five years hence. I shall then be 
only 140. Talk about the high price of living! 
beats me is the fact that one can live on so little food 
and still keep in the best of health. On the 14th of last 
May ! had occasion to go to Phoenix. I got up at 4:30, 
working in my garden until 8, then going downtown, 
getting mail, etc. At 10 I boarded the train, got to 
Phoenix at 3 p.m., walked all over town, seeing friends 
and doing business, at about 6 got a plate of sliced 
cucumbers and tomatoes with brown bread, which was 
thoroughly enjoyed, got back home at 1 o’clock a.m.; 
at 12 got my breakfast—forty-two hours on the plate of 
cucumbers and tomatoes with two or three slices of 
bread. During this forty-two hours my companion ate 
four square meals, and was no better off than I, and 
more than likely not so well.” 


In a dispatch to The Times from Reno, describing the 
condition of the two gladiators who took part in the 
recent prize fight, Jack London, referring to the ques- 
tion of endurance, said:

Men are made differently. Some have a slight life grip 
in their bodies and muscles, Others are apparently 
impossible to kill. One man can walk seventy-five 
miles in a day and walk a second seventy-five the next 
day. Another man will collapse at the end of a twenty- 
mile jaunt and be a lame and groaning wreck for a 
week to come. Yet both these men will be organically 
sound, of the same size and weight, and their chances 
‘of passing a life-insurance examination would be equal. 
“Then what makes the difference? In the fibers of 
.the one resides a primitive vigor and capacity for ex- 
ertion that the other lacks. Their muscles may look 
alike, may be of the same size and density, yet the 
protoplasmic, energy-generating quality is different.” 

To a certain extent it is doubtless true that a capac- 
ity for endurance, like other qualities, may be inherited 
from our forefathers. Otherwise, there is no secret 
about this question of endurance. It is no mysterious 
force. As Metchnikoff, and others have clearly shown, 
- Jack of endurance is due to the presence in the veins 
of “fatigue stuff,” and that again is due to the accumu- 
lation in the colon of putrefaction microbes. As Metch- 
nikoff has shown, these microbes are much more read- 
ily produced from flesh fooods than from vegetable food, 
owing to the uric acid stored up in the body of the ani- 
mal eater. Hence the flesh eater is much more subject 
to fatigue, and has less endurance than the vegetarian. 
Where both are flesh eaters their health and endur- 
ance will depend chiefly upon the vigor of their elimi- 
nating organs—the skin, kidneys, liver and bowels—to 
get rid of the poisonous substances in their body soon 


‘ever, not to form them at all. 


It is—or should be—scarcely necessary, in this late 
day, to attempt to convince any intelligent person that 
there is no comparison whatever between the relative 
endurance of a flesh eater and of one who lives on sim- 
ple vegetable food. We have the experience of native

On¢te: more, however, remember this. It is not suf- 
ficient that you merely drop flesh food from your diet- 
ary. As frequently stated here, this may not, from a 
hygienic point of view, be a step forward, but a step 
backward. The mixed and messed-up diet of starches 
and slops and sweets adopted by many vegetarians is 
more injurious to the health than an ordinary diet of 
fried beefsteak and vegetables. | 


Influence of Fear. 


OLLOWING is a summary of an address delivered to 

the graduating class of the Pacific College of Oste- 
opathy, at Cumnock Hall, Los Angeles, on June 23, by 
Dr. Robert D. Emery: 

“The influence of fear has been present as a potent 
factor in the.world ever since the evolutionary changes 
affecting life on this planet developed in living forms a 
sensory nervous apparatus capable of recognizing, by 
processes no matter how simple, environmental influ- 
ences irritative in their nature and detrimental to life, 
and which, therefore, are to be avoided. From this 
primitive stage the widening and intensifying of this in- 
fluence has been commensurate with the evolutionary 
changes in other directions, untjl as we view the matter 
today we realize that without doubt the human race 
would have been unable to have attained its present 
stage of civilization and achievement without the im- 
pelling influence of fear mingled with competitive strife 
to urge us on to unexplored fields and to greater en- 
deavor. We, however, are compelled, as we make our 
retrospective survey, to appreciate the stagnation, de- 
pression and general deterioration which are also al- 
ways associated with this factor in our fives. Whatever 
of good may be the outgrowth of fear, it comes because 
we have, at least temporarily, overthrown or outgrown 


such influence, and are favorably affected by the reac- | 
tion therefrom. 


“With the advent of reason our memories, analyses 
and speculations, combined with our superstitions, serve 
to intensify and then, after various forms of modifica- 
tion, to prolong or perpetuate the influence of fear, usu- 
ally in the form of worry. This worry—useless, sense- 
less worry for the most part—is something which should 
be more intelligently dealt with in the future than it 
has been in the past. Its insidious, omnipresent infiu- 
ence is a greater factor in civilization than is realized. 
It affects not only the individual or the generation 
which indulges this worry or fear, but by this very in- 
fluence it overstimulates and exhausts the nervous 
mechanism of individuals, resulting in definite pathol- 
ogy in the human nervous system, especially 
in individuals living in our larger centers 
of population. This pathology is recognized in the 
oncoming generation by the production of nervous chil- 
dren who either manifest chorea, hysteria, epilepsy, in- 
sanity, etc., or grow to nervous adolescence or adult life 
and then develop some one of the above diseases, or 
nervous prostration. It is an unfortunate condition of 
affairs, but it is true, and as truth it must be met and 
dealt with honestly and intelligently. 

“What measures should be adopted to combat and 
counteract this widespread and ever-spreading influ- 
ence: To summarize so far as is consistent with the 
intent of this paper the methods to be employed in reg- 
ulating, neutralizing and eliminating fear and worry, 1 
suggest the following: 

“(a) The encouragement of the normal in the human 
being, both as to mind and body by proper living—diet 
and hygiene. 

“(b) The furtherance of this influence by favorable 


occupation and environment, thereby bringing health. 


and stability to the overwrought, doing away with per- 
version and disease, and’making possible a clear and in- 
telligent survey and interpretation of the more impor- 
tant factors productive of fear and worry, and the re- 
sults therefrom. 

“(c) Through the influence of such an analysis the 
causes for most of our fear and worry will, by compari- 
son and the proper appreciation of the forces of the uni- 
verse and the purposes of life on this planet, find little 
foundation in fact. Most of the things we worry about 
do not exist, and among those that do exist there is 
nothing so bad but that it might be worse. 

(2) By the affirmation of the opposites. of fear. If 
an individua! asserts to himself or to others that he will 
not be affected by a certain influence or thing which at 
first impression is suggestive of fear, the perversity of 
the human race is such that the very influence which he 
wishes to avoid is engendered within him. But if he 
first analyzes and then gauges it by comparison he finds 
in the majority of cases that his fear has been as illy- 
founded as that of a horse which is thrown into a state 
of panic by so simple a thing as a piece of paper blow- 
ing across the road. | 

“By the affirmation of the opposites of fear and by 
activities and occupations which lead the individual, be- 
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In regard to the exaggerated fear of m.croves, Dr. 
Rogers sensibly remarks: 

“We have always had microbes with us, though we 
were not aware of their presence. At the same time 
some of the race have survived the severest pestilence, 
and there have always been healthy, long-lived people, 
so that, while it is of the greatest importance to guard _ 
ourselves against the presence of dangerous organisms, 
we should remember that it is even more important to 
keep the body in such condition that germs cannot 


gain an entrance.”

the asexualization of certain inmates of the State pris- 
ous and insane asylums.” 

A later dispatch upholds the constitutionality of the 
law. 

Judge Warren W. Foster of New York, in a magazine 
article, recently published statistics showing that out 
of 4000 criminals 38 per cent. had drunken parents, 
while nearly half were affected with some form of men- 
tal disease. As previously stated here, neither disease 
nor crime is directly hereditary. Otherwise a great ma- 
jority of the inhabitants of the world would be either 
diseased or criminal. A tendency to disease or crime 
may, however, undoubtedly be inherited. For this rea- 
son there is a growing disposition to favor the steriliza- 
tion of criminals, in cases where persistent tendencies 
to crime are noted. In Indiana an operation of this 
kind has been legalized since 1907, and more than 800 
persons have been thus unsexed, after their condition 
had been pronounced unimprovable. \ 

It should be understood that this is a simple and 
painless operation, performed in a few minutes, and 
does not interfere with the exercising of the sexual 
function, merely making it impossible for the man to 
procreate his species. : 

Manifestly, even such an operation as this should, 
however, only be permitted im extreme cases, and un- 
der severe restrictions. 


Barbecued Beef. 


NE of the features of the unique and interesting en- 
tPiccsemmnens given by Gen. Harrison Gray Otis to 
several hundred invited guests at his suburban resi- 
dence, “The Outpost,” on the Fourth of July was a bar- 
becue. Six hundred pounds of beef were roasted in a 
brick-lined trench. In the report of the affair pub- 
lished in The Times on the following day appeared the 
following statement:

- When the editor of the department does eat flesh 
food he knows of no more appetizing form in which to 
consume it than in the shape of barbecued meat. This 
form of cooking was known to the aborigines of Amer- 
ica, and is common among many native races. The 
cooking of food in closed receptacles is the secret of the 
savoriness of the French cuisine, also of the appetiz- 
ing flavor of Boston baked beans. When food is cooked 
in an open vessel, much of the essence, or “spirit” goes 
off in the steam. 

A woman correspondent criticises a recent statement 
by Dr. Harvey Wiley, chief chemist of the Department 
of Agriculture in which the doctor said: 


“A 10-cent soup bone will flavor half a bushel of po- 
tatoes,” said Dr. Wiley, “and will, if cooked right, taste 
just as good as a dollar steak. With an addition of an 
onion, a carrot and a sprig of parsley that soup bone 
can be made to produce enough good nourishing soup 
for a big family. Then after the soup is made, save a 
little of the fluid and boil it down in the kettle with the 
meat. Then you will have a pot roast which, # made 
right, will be fit to set before the President.” 

You may make a good soup with a 10-cent soup bone 
and vegetable “trimmings,” but you cannot make a “pot 
roast” with it. The worthy doctor is evidently not so 
well informed on this subject as on some others. It is, 
however, a fact that the people of this country are too 
much inclined to suppose that in order to get sufficient 
nourishment they must consume large chunks of bloody 
flesh, whereas soups and stews, with vegetables and 
legumes cooked in a closed vessél are not only much 
cheaper, but more wholesome and appetizing. 

Americans would do well to make more use of the 
steamer, the fireless cooker, and the bake oven, and 
less of the frying pan and the open, or half-open pot. 


“Stamping Out” Tuberculosis. 


ERE it is again. One of the delegates to the Amer- 

jean Institute of Homeopathy, that has been meet- 
ing in Pasadena, was caught on the fly in Chicago, and 
found time to be reported in The Times as follows. 

“Eradication of tuberculosis in one generation” is the 
slogan of the Chicago delegation, and it will be the 
most important genera! topic diseussed at the.session, 
according to Dr, J. P. Cobb, chairman of the section 
on general medicine. Just before boarding the train, 
Dr. Cobb declared that it is entirely possible to elimi- 
nzte the ‘white plague’ within thirty years, and that 
the fact is to be impressed upon every doctor at the ses- 
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To Stop French Depopulation. 

Another attempt is to be made to stem the tide of 
French depopulation by legislative means, this time 
by a bill introduced into the Senate by Dr. Lannelongue 
and supported by a score of eminent Frenchmen. The 
bill may be thus summarized: : 

1. Every man unmarried at the age of 29 will be 
called upon to fulfill extra periods of military service 
until he has been inscribed for twenty-five years in the 
active or reserve forces. 

2. No employé of a state department or municipality 
is to be retained if mot married at 25. | 

3%. Every civil servant who is the father of three liv- 
ing children shall benefit (a) in promotion, (b) by a 
bounty of $40 a year for each child under 15 beyond the 
third child. 

4 For pension the same civil servant shal) benefit 
by a supplementary $20 annually for each living child 
after the third. . 

5&. The laws governing the division of personal 
estates at death shall be cancelled and parents shall 
have full freedom to bequeath as they wish. 

The first two classes might have some effect in rais- 
img the marriage rate, but that is already higher in 
France than in most countries. It is the last clause 
which is most likely to affect the birth rate. Prof. 
Lannelongue in the preamble to his bill says: 

“The old régime, before the compulsory division of 
successions, produced ‘eldest’ sons; but the present 
régime is worse; it produces families with “only sons.” 

M. Lannelongue also attacks the shortsighted and 
narrow political economy of smal) French familfes who 
centralize their interest in the family fortune which is 
to be handed down from generation to generation and 
to be kept out of all risk and danger at every cost. This 
spirit, says M. Lannelongue, is a public evil, involving 
relative unproductivity of capital and restraining initi- 
ative and enterprise. The bill is generally well re- 
ceived, and there is ground for the hope that its princi- 
ples at least will receive some interpretation in the 
stutute book before the end of the present Legisla- 
ture.—[{Paris correspondence New York Sun.
